1.        Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:15  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present.  Prior  to  the  meeting,  a  celebratory  reception  was  held  for  James  M.  Gerstley  at 
which  Jack  Bogart  and  Emily  Sano  presented  Mr.  Gerstley  with  a  proclamation  from  the 
Office  of  the  Mayor  honoring  him  for  his  32  years  of  leadership  and  public  service  as  a 
founding  Commissioner  and  Trustee  and  with  a  resolution  of  appreciation  from  the 
Commission  and  Foundation  honoring  him  with  the  titles  of  Commissioner  and  Trustee 
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Emeritus. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  January  28,  2002  Full  Commission  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reminded  Commissioners  and  Trustees  of  their  $500  annual 
assessment  commitments,  which  were  due  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  she 
discussed  her  plans  to  attend  Asia  Week  in  New  York  that  week.  She  noted  that  the  staff 
had  been  involved  in  budget  preparations,  explaining  that  the  process  for  the  upcoming  fiscal 
year  would  be  intense  and  comp  lex  because  plans  would  be  viewed  in  two  parts  -  leading  up 
to  the  January  2003  opening  and  post  opening  Emily  reported  that  Assistant  Curator  of 
Chinese  Art  Pauline  Yao,  with  whom  she  had  traveled  to  Taipei  in  December  to  study  the 
contemporary  art  scene,  had  been  invited  by  the  National  Museum  of  History  in  Taipei  to 
return  forone  month  to  work  on  contemporary  art.  Notingthat  demolition  ofthe  de  Young 
M  useum  would  begin  that  week,  Emily  talked  about  preparations  such  as  the  cutting  over  of 
power  and  the  breaking  of  seismic  joints  that  connect  thetwo  buildings.  Shealso  reported 
that  a  risk  manager  from  the  city  had  been  to  the  Museum  and  thede  Young  site  to  assure 
the  safety  of  the  collect  ion.  Emily  said  the  Department  of  Public  Health  would  monitor  the 
our  building  for  asbestos  and  other  kinds  of  air  quality  issues  since  the  Asian's  staff  would 
remain  in  the  M  useum  throughout  the  demolition  process. 

Emily  reported  that  the  Museum  had  been  awarded  a  $600,000  grant  from  the  Wallace- 
Reader's  Digest  Fund  to  fund  AsiaAlive- the  Museum's  innovative  and  ambitious  program 
of  live  performances,  artist  demonstrations,  and  hands-oa  interactive  activities  that  will  take 
p  lace  daily  during  peak  hours  at  the  M  useum  and  that  are  structured  to  engage  broader 
audiences  and  visitors  of  all  ages.  Notingthat  it  is  probably  the  most  prestigious  grant  in  the 
United  States  for  programming  at  museums  and  audience  development  work,  Emily 
recognized  and  introduced  Hal  Fischer,  who  led  the  M  useum* s  audience  development 
taskforce  to  study  the  Asian's  audiences,  study  the  research,  and  plan  programming  based 
on  the  research,  and  Jennifer  Kennedy,  the  Museum's  foundation  grant  writer  who  prepared 
the  actual  grant.  She  thanked  them  for  their  commitment  and  for  tirelessly  and  skillfully 
working  within  the  tight  schedule  placed  before  than.  Emily  then  presented  an  overview  of 
the  proposed  New  Asian  exhibition  program  schedule  for  the  first  three  years  in  the  New 
Asian,  showing  slides  from  the  exhibitions. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  Development  Report  of 
Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  for  the  Annual  Fund  reflecting  $2,829,763  or  96%  of 
the  $3  million  goal  had  been  raised  to  date.  She  also  noted  that  since  the  report  was 
prepared,  additional  contributions  of  $225,000  had  pushed  the  total  past  the  $3  million 
mark.  Maura  reminded  everyone  that  the  $3  million  goal  had  in  recent  months  been 
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adjusted  to  $3.4  million  to  help  cover  a  portion  of  the  Interim  Plan  that  was  reallocated  to 
the  Operating  budget  from  the  New  Asian  budget,  and  that  $400,000  would  need  to  be 
raised  by  June  30th.  Thanking  Commissioners  and  Trustees  for  their  contributions  to  the 
annual  fund,  she  reminded  those  who  had  not  made  commitments  to  please  do  so  and 
those  who  had  pledged  but  not  paid  to  honor  their  commitments  before  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year.  She  gave  special  thanks  to  the  Richard  and  Rhoda  Goldman  Fund  for  their  gift 
of  $25,000,  to  Dede  Wilsey  for  $25,000,  to  the  Cisco  Foundation  for  a  first  time  gift  of 
$20,000  and  to  the  Wallis  Foundation  for  $10,000.  Maura  introduced  the  Museum's  new 
Manager  of  Corporate  Relations,  Jill  Linwood,  whom  she  noted  was  already  working  to 
secure  sponsors  for  the  Opening  and  the  Inaugural  Season.  With  regard  to  upcoming 
events,  she  noted  the  first  bi-annual  Encounter  Asia  event,  co-chaired  by  Judy  Wilbur  and 
David  Lei,  was  quickly  approaching  on  April  27th,  and  she  expressed  appreciation  to 
Commissioner  Ed  Brown  and  Bank  of  America  for  B  of  A's  generous  $50,000 
sponsorship  of  the  event.  Maura  reported  that  Joan  Vinson  had  recently  been  honored 
with  a  luncheon  for  her  volunteer  leadership  chairing  the  Arts  of  Pacific  Asia  Opening 
Preview  Galas  for  five  of  the  six  years  that  the  museum  has  been  producing  the  event. 
She  noted  that  APA  has  generated  a  wonderful  reputation  for  the  Museum  in  the 
community  and  thanked  Joan  for  her  commitment  to  the  institution.  In  closing,  Maura 
urged  everyone  to  check  the  site  tour  schedule  on  the  back  of  the  development  report  and 
to  please  sign-up  and  bring  a  guest. 

Jack  Bogart  gave  the  Capital  Campaign  Report  on  behalf  of  New  Asian  Project 
Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur,  reporting  $148.5  million  had  been  raised  to  date  for  Phase 
I  of  the  capital  campaign.  He  reported  that  things  were  moving  along  nicely  at  the  site  and 
that  at  that  moment  everything  was  on  schedule. 

5.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  and  the  New  Asian 
project  budget  (Phase  I)  for  the  eight  months  ended  February  28,  2002.  He  noted  the 
Museum's  operating  budget  was  slightly  ahead  of  schedule  on  income  projections  and 
slightly  behind  on  expense  projections.  Glenn  reported  that  Chief  Financial  Officer  Ikuko 
Satoda  and  her  staff  were  working  daily  with  the  city's  budget  office  and  that  possibly  by 
the  May  meeting  there  would  be  something  to  report  with  regard  to  the  city  budget.

Johnston  and  Naja  Pham  Lockwood  and  recommends  to  Mayor  Brown  their  appointment. 
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Victoria  E.  (Vickie)  Johnston,  a  native  San  Franciscan,  graduated  from  Stanford 
University  with  a  B.A.  in  Economics  in  1974  and  received  an  M.B.A.  from  Harvard 
Business  School  in  1978.  Mrs.  Johnston  worked  for  10  years  as  an  investment  banker  in 
Los  Angeles  and  New  York.  In  1991.  her  husband,  William  C.  Johnston,  became 
Managing  Director  of  an  Asian  venture  capital  fund,  and  the  Johnstons  relocated  to  Hong 
Kong.  While  there,  Mrs.  Johnston  was  active  as  a  corporate  financial  consultant  to  Asian 
companies.  During  their  seven  years  in  Asia,  Mrs.  Johnston  and  her  husband  traveled 
extensively  in  the  region  and  developed  an  avid  enthusiasm  for  and  knowledge  of  Asian 
art  and  culture.  Mrs.  Johnston  was  actively  involved  in  the  Hong  Kong  art  community 
and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Friends  of  the  Art  Museum  of  the  Chinese 
University  of  Hong  Kong.  The  Johnstons  moved  to  San  Francisco  in  mid- 1997.  Mrs. 
Johnston  currently  also  serves  on  the  boards  of  Bridge  to  Asia;  The  Friends  of  Langley 
Porter  Psychiatric  Institute;  Harvard  Business  School  Community  Partners;  and  is  active 
in  Children's  Theatre  Association.  The  Johnstons  have  one  son. 

Naja  Pham  Lockwood,  former  Deputy  Director  of  corporate  planning  and  development 
for  Central  European  Media  Enterprises  (CME),  a  media  technology  startup  based  in 
London,  was  born  in  Saigon,  Vietnam.  Naja  started  her  career  as  an  Associate  at  The 
Fieldstone  Group,  a  New  York  based  investment  bank  specializing  in  corporate, 
structured  and  project  financing.

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1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:15  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart.  a  quorum  being 
present. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  March  18,  2002  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  thanked  Judy  Wilbur  and  David  Lei  for  the  success  of  Encounter 
Asia  and  the  Commissioners  and  Trustees  who  attended  and  participated.  She  gave  an 
update  on  the  staff  s  work  toward  the  move  to  the  New  Asian,  and  noted  that  for  about  six 
weeks  the  staff  in  the  park  had  accomplished  their  work  against  the  constant  din  of  the  de 
Young's  demolition.  Encouraging  everyone  to  go  to  the  oiiibition  at  the  Chinese  Culture 
Center  of  objects  belonging  to  members  of  the  Society  for  Asian  Art,  Emily  introduced  SAA 
President  Vincent  Fausone  who  gave  areport  on  the  relationship  of  support  that  the  SAA 
has  had  with  the  M  useum  since  1958.  He  noted  that  in  their  next  newsletter,  the  SAA 
would  publish  a  list  of  the  monetary  contributions,  which  are  in  excess  of  $2,500,000,  that  it 
has  made  to  the  Museum  since  1958  in  such  areas  as  publications  and  exhibitions,  library 
support,  memorials,  endowment  ftinds,  kiosk  revenue  and  volunteer  coordination.  Emily 
gave  a  brief  report  on  recent  travels  to  New  York  for  Asian  Week  Birmingham,  Alabama  for 
the  re-opening  of  their  museum's  Gallery  of  Korean  art,  to  Cambridge  to  attend  the  annual 
meting  of  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  Harvard  University  Art  Museums  and  to  Indonesia 
where  she  served  on  a  panel  ofjudges  for  a  contemporary  art  competition. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  gave  the  highlights  of  the  Development 
Report  of  Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  through  April  30,  2002  reflecting  $3.2 
million  of  the  $3.4  million  goal  raised  to  date.  Noting  $755,000  was  from  Trustee 
contributions,  Maura  thanked  those  who  had  contributed  and  reiterated  the  importance  of 
100%  board  participation  to  the  annual  fund,  particularly  from  the  vantage  point  of 
funders.  Maura  also  spoke  of  the  spectacular  job  done  by  so  many  for  Encounter  Asia, 
thanking  those  who  contributed,  attended  and  worked,  and  she  noted  in  particular  the 
outstanding  contributions  of  Janet  Reilly  and  Julia  Cheng.  Jack  Bogart  and  Maura 
presented  Encounter  Asia  Co-Chairs  Judy  Wilbur  and  David  Lei  with  framed  photos  as 
tokens  of  appreciation. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judith  F.  Wilbur  reported  the  recent  mailing  of 
500,000  cards  announcing  the  January  23,  2003  opening  date  at  the  New  Asian.  As  Co- 
Chair  with  David  Lei  for  Encounter  Asia,  Judy  thanked  the  event  committee  chairs  as 
well  as  Bank  of  America  and  the  Korean  Committee  of  Art  and  Culture,  noting  success 
toward  the  goal  of  bringing  wider  awareness  of  the  Museum  to  the  Bay  Area.  She 
reported  planning  in  process  for  opening  events  scheduled  to  take  place  from  the  16  1 
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through  the  23rd.  Judy  reported  approximately  $150  million  raised  to  date  for  phase  I  of 
the  capital  campaign,  with  $2  million  in  proposals  pending  and  another  $5  million  in 
preparation.  She  reiterated  appreciation  to  the  SAA  for  their  three  in  one  challenge  grant 
in  the  amount  of  $300,000,  noting  the  Prehistoric  Southeast  Asian  Gallery  would  be 
named  in  their  honor. 

5.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  and  the  New  Asian 
project  budget  (Phase  1)  for  the  ten  months  ended  April  30,  2002  as  well  as  the  Proposed 
Operating  Budget  for  2002-2003.  He  noted  the  Museum's  current  year  deficit  would  be 
$400,000  less  than  anticipated  because  of  increased  revenue  and  decreased  expenses  and 
that  next  year's  deficit  was  projected  to  be  $964,000  instead  of  $1.5  million.  Looking  at 
the  projections  through  FY  05-06  on  the  Proposed  FY  02-03  Operating  Budget,  Glenn 
called  attention  to  the  projected  expenses,  revenues,  and  the  exhibition  schedule,  noting 
the  numbers  assume  increased  admission  and  membership  costs  in  line  with  other 
institutions  and  increased  revenue  from  the  restaurant  and  rental  events. 

6.  Consideration  and  Possible  Action  Items 

During  discussions  of  items  6.g.  and  6.h.,  Deputy  City  Attorney  Adine  Varah  was  on 
hand  to  answer  questions  about  the  negotiations  and  the  legal  review  of  the  contracts,  and 
Foundation  members  in  attendance  actively  participated  in  the  discussions.

WHEREAS,  The  group  recommended  the  budget  be  presented  to  the  Full  Commission  and

1.        Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:10  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 


Asian  Art  Commission 
July  20, 2002 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  July  29,  2002  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 

3 .  D  i  recto  r '  s  Re  port 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  her  recent  travels  to  Washingon,  D.C.  and  New  York. 
In  D.C,  she  met  with  New  Asian  gallery  designer  George  Sexton,  attended  a  memorial 
service  for  J.  Carter  Brown  and,  in  preparation  forthe  Korean  Goryeo  Dynasty  exhibition  in 
2003,  she  met  with  a  representative  of  the  NEA  about  Federal  indemnity  and  US 
government  policies  on  immunity  from  judicial  seizure.  In  New  York,  Emily  gave  a  talk  on 
theNew  Asian  at  the  Shelton  Gallery,  a  relatively  new  gallery  of  Japanese  art.  With  regard 
to  the  building  she  reported  the  one  month-long  Glazier's  Union  strike  had  been  settled  over 
the  weekend  and  reviewed  the  areas  within  the  building  that  had  been  delayed.  She  gave  an 
update  on  the  Hastings  garage,  notingthe  plan  for  an  800  space  garage  had  been  determined 
unfeasible  and  said  that  they  would  be  studying  the  issue  with  a  blue  ribbon  committee 
chosen  statewide.  Emily  announced  achangein  location  of  the  September  17th  annual 
meeting  from  theNew  Asian  building  site  to  a  yet-to-be  confirmed  location,  most  likely  the 
Presidio  Officers'  Club.  She  reported  that  a  press  conference  would  beheld  on  August  28lh 
to  announcetwo  major  collection  gifts,  one  from  Lloyd  Cotsen  and  one  from  the  Doris  Duke 
Charitable  Foundation.  She  noted  Mayor  Brown  was  scheduled  to  be  on  hand  to  receive  the 
gifts  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  that  Lloyd  Cotsen  would  be  present  as  well.  She  talked  about 
the  various  staff  committees  and  teams  working  on  opening  preparations  and  logistics. 

Emily  called  on  Ralph  Rogers,  Director  of  Marketing  and  Communication,  and  Anders 
Noyes,  Director  of  Museum  Security  Services,  to  give  a  presentation  on  marketing  plans 
and  the  attendant  security  plans  that  go  along  with  some  of  the  issues  surrounding  the 
New  Asian.  As  part  of  his  presentation,  Ralph  noted  the  Museum  had  hired  a  local  PR 
firm  forthe  launch  and  introduced  David  Landis  of  Landis  Communications.  Mr.  Landis 
gave  background  information  on  his  firm,  noting  their  work  on  other  successful,  local 
launches  such  as  the  Opera  House,  ACT  and  most  recently  Union  Square.  Ralph 
presented  recommendations  of  and  led  a  discussion  on  days  and  hours  of  operation,  as 
well  as  pricing  and  the  pros  and  cons  of  having  a  free  day.  That  segued  into  a  discussion 
led  by  Anders  Noyes  in  which  he  talked  about  the  philosophy  of  Museum  Security, 
addressed  concerns  previously  voiced  and  others  presented,  talked  about  the  security 
training  program  which  emphasizes  communications  and  visitor  services  as  well  as 
sensitivity  training.  To  help  maintain  an  environment  of  cultural  and  educational 
enrichment  and  a  pleasant  atmosphere  for  visitors,  Anders  presented  a  draft  of  the 
Museum's  rules  of  decorum,  noting  that  they  would  be  published  for  posting  at  the  door 
and  for  distribution  in  business  card  size  format  as  a  tool  for  the  officers  when  interacting 
with  visitors  who  may  cause  disturbance.  Anders  talked  about  control  of  the  exterior  of 
the  building  and  a  free  day  discussion  ensued.  A  subcommittee  was  formed  to  review  the 
issue.  In  closing,  Ralph  Rogers  proposed  creating  a  small  committee  from  the  Foundation 
and  Commission  to  charter  with  creating  a  broader  committee  representing  the  institutions 
and  businesses  in  the  neighborhood  to  support  the  changes  needed  for  the  Civic  Center  to 
prosper.  Trustee  Jesse  Erickson  was  identified  to  work  with  Ralph  and  Emily  Sano  to 
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determine  the  make-up  of  the  board's  neighborhood  steering  committee. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

In  the  absence  of  Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey,  Emily  Sano  gave  the 
highlights  of  the  Development  Report  of  Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  for  the 
annual  fund  through  June  30,  2002  which  reflected  $3.6  million  and  exceeded  the  goal  by 
$700,000,  an  amount  which  helped  cover  a  portion  of  the  New  Asian  Interim  Plan  that 
was  incorporated  into  the  operating  budget  earlier  in  the  fiscal  year.  She  thanked 
Commissioners  and  Trustees  for  their  generosity,  noting  board  contributions  had  reached 
approximately  $800,000.  Emily  reported  an  increase  in  Avery  Brundage  Circle 
memberships  (requires  donations  of  $25,000  or  more  annually)  and  noted  museum 
membership  numbers  were  encouraging  as  well.  She  mentioned  gifts  of  particular  note 
since  May  from  the  Jesse  and  Ben  Shenson  Donor  Advised  Fund  at  the  SF  Foundation, 
Gerson  and  Barbara  Bakar,  Peggy  and  Reid  Dennis,  John  and  Jessica  Fullerton,  Louise 
and  Claude  Rosenberg,  Chevron  Texaco,  Deloitte  &  Touche,  Goldman  Sachs  (thanks  to 
Allen  Damon),  Union  Bank  (thanks  to  Magan  Patel),  and  the  Louise  Davies  Foundation 
and  the  JEC  Foundation  (both  thanks  to  Jack  Bogart).  Emily  also  announced  a  $1  million 
grant  from  the  Koret  Foundation  for  the  Korean  Art  Department,  stating  that  $600,000  of 
the  grant  would  be  a  2: 1  match  for  art  acquisition.  She  noted  over  the  next  two  years  the 
Museum  would  need  to  raise  $300,000  to  meet  the  match.  Emily  said  the  other  $400,000 
would  pay  for  the  Goryeo  exhibition  and  catalog,  plus  a  catalog  of  the  Korean  art 
collection. 

In  the  absence  of  Judy  Wilbur,  Jack  Bogart  reported  on  the  status  of  the  New  Asian 
Campaign,  noting  $153.5  million  raised  to  date  with  $1.4  million  in  proposals  pending  and 
$5  million  in  preparation.  Jack  said  the  Board  had  donated  over  $45  million  toward  the 
Campaign  which  was  almost  30%  of  the  total  raised  to  date.  Even  in  tough  economic 
times,  he  noted  $1 1  million  had  been  raised  in  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  announced  with 
thanks  one  such  gift  from  Doris  and  Ted  Lee  who  gave  an  additional  $2  million  to 
underwrite  the  Jade  Treasury  Gallery.  He  also  thanked  the  William  G.  Irwin  Foundation 
for  $1  million  to  assist  in  funding  the  fabrication  and  installation  of  the  escalators  and 
skylights,  and  he  noted  the  Walter  and  Elise  Haas  Fund  had  given  $250,000.  He  said  that 
New  Asian  House  Parties  would  continue  through  the  fall,  noting  the  need  for  two  more 
hosting  venues,  and  he  requested  that  interested  volunteers  contact  Danielle  Lote  in 
Development.  Jack  thanked  Bill  and  Mary  Kim  who  would  be  hosting  a  party  at  their 
home  on  August  9th. 

5.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  for  the  12  months  ended 
June  30,  2002,  noting  income  was  significantly  higher  than  expected  and  expenses  lower, 
which  resulted  in  a  swing  from  an  expected  deficit  of  almost  $1 .5  million  to  a  surplus  of 
about  $1 85,000.  Looking  to  the  future,  he  reiterated  fiscal  year  02-03  would  be  another 
tough  year  given  that  the  Museum  will  not  be  open  to  the  public  until  the  third  quarter. 
Noting  the  02-03  operating  budget  had  been  approved  in  May,  he  said  he  expected  the 
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completed  audit  report  would  be  signed-off  in  October.  With  regard  to  the  project,  he 
stated  that  incidences  such  as  the  glazier's  strike  put  pressure  on  the  construction  budget. 
He  said  the  building  committee  and  staff  are  working  hard  to  try  to  bring  the  project  in, 
but  the  upward  pressure  on  pricing  is  very  tough.

The  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Annual  Reception,  and  a  number  of  staff  and  guests 
were  present.  A  list  of  attendees  is  on  file  in  the  Commission  Office. 
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1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:10  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present.  Mr.  Bogart  welcomed  everyone,  noting  with  special  thanks  that  representatives  from  the 
Consulates  of  China,  Japan,  Korea,  Singapore  and  the  Hong  Kong  Trade  Office  would  be  in 
attendance  during  the  evening,  and  he  acknowledged  Commissioners  and  Trustees  who  had 
joined  the  board  within  the  last  year,  asking  those  in  attendance  to  please  stand.  He  also  warmly 
welcomed  the  architect  for  the  New  Asian,  Gae  Aulenti. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  July  29,  2002  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  gave  the  highlights  of  the  Development  Report  of 
Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  through  August  3  1 ,  2002,  reflecting  $  1 .4  million  (or  27%)  of 
the  $5.2  million  goal  for  fiscal  year  2002-2003.  She  noted  that  most  of  the  support  had  come 
from  restricted  foundation  and  government  funding,  which  had  increased  due  to  the  Museum  re- 
opening in  2003  and  reinstating  an  array  of  programs.  Before  continuing  with  the  new  fiscal  year 
report,  Maura  called  attention  to  the  fiscal  year  2001-2002,  noting  $4  million  raised,  which  was 
an  achievement  of  more  than  $1  million  over  what  had  been  budgeted.  She  thanked  everyone  for 
their  generosity.  Maura  noted  two  fundraising  events  coming  up  in  October  and  February, 
respectively,  which  were  Chuseok  (chaired  by  Ginny  Meyer  and  Michael  Kim)  and  the  Opening 
Night  Preview  Gala  for  the  Arts  of  Pacific  Asian  Show  at  Fort  Mason  (chaired  by  Betsy  Eu,  Naja 
Lockwood,  Gorretti  Lui,  and  Akiko  Yamazaki).  Noting  an  increase  in  membership  to  180 
members,  Maura  thanked  Monsoon  founding  co-chairs,  Trustee  Brent  Smith  and  his  wife  Sandra 
Koo  Smith,  for  their  outstanding  work.  Maura  noted  Trustee  Nick  Keating  would  be  hosting  an 
event  at  his  office  space  in  San  Jose  in  October  to  attract  new  people  from  that  area  to  the 
Museum.  In  closing,  Maura  asked  for  everyone's  help  with  the  Corporate  Partners  Program  by 
contacting  Jill  Linwood,  the  Museum's  corporate  liaison,  with  suggestions.  Maura  noted  the 
program  had  grown  to  20  corporate  members. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  reported  $  1 54  million  raised-to-date  for  the 
capital  campaign  goal  of  $160.5  million,  noting  $2.2  million  in  proposals  pending  and  $3.5 
million  in  preparation.  She  said  over  $1 1  million  of  the  funds  were  raised  in  the  fiscal  year  2001- 
2002  and  noted  proudly  that  $3.2  had  already  been  raised  in  the  current  fiscal  year.  Judy 
announced  two  recent,  significant  contributions,  (i)  Doris  and  Ted  Lee  who  pledged  an  additional 
gift  $2  million  to  name  the  Jade  Treasury  Gallery  and  (ii)  Janet  and  Clint  Reilly  who  pledged 
$500,000  in  support  of  the  New  Asian.  Noting  that  she  and  David  Lei  were  co-chair  the  opening 
activities  for  the  New  Asian,  Judy  distributed  and  reviewed  a  list  prepared  by  the  Development 
Office  of  opening  week  events  beginning  January  13th  and  going  through  opening  day  on  January 
23,d.  Judy  stated  the  importance  of  having  board  representation  at  every  event. 

4  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  reported  that  the  anticipated  $1.4  million  deficit  for  fiscal  year 
2001-2002  had  instead  come  out  with  an  operating  surplus  of  approximately  $250,000.  He  said 
the  bulk  of  that  resulted  from  the  tremendous  efforts  of  the  Development  staff,  the  additional 
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contributions  of  all  of  the  Commissioners  and  Trustees,  and  some  extra  earned  income  resulting 
from  the  closing  period  of  the  Museum  in  the  park  (admissions,  store  sales,  additional 
memberships).  Glenn  also  highlighted  the  fact  that  the  staff  voluntarily  gave  up  $170,000  in  pay 
in  2001-2002  to  help  close  the  gap,  saying  it  was  not  only  an  enormous  and  symbolic  gesture  but 
it  also  had  a  tremendous  impact  at  the  bottom  line.  For  2002-2003,  Glenn  noted  the  Museum  was 
planning  for  a  $1  million  plus  deficit,  but  noted  it  would  be  a  function  of  what  happens  after  the 
opening,  stating  there  was  a  lot  of  enthusiasm  and  excitement  about  the  new  building.  With 
regard  to  the  audit,  Glenn  noted  it  was  on  schedule  and  reports  would  be  distributed  the  following 
month.  He  reminded  everyone  to  feel  free  to  contact  him  or  CFO  Ikuko  Satoda  anytime  if  they 
would  like  further  details  on  anything.  In  closing,  Glenn  stated  that  the  building  committee  was 
working  extremely  hard  to  keep  spending  at  goal.  He  said  they  may  do  so;  however,  he 
speculated  that  it  would  go  over  yet  it  was  too  soon  to  know  for  certain. 

5  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  expressed  delight  in  seeing  everyone  on  hand  for  the  evening,  and  began  her 
report  by  calling  on  Acquisitions  Committee  Chair  Victoria  Johnston.  Referring  to  two  important 
recent  gifts  to  the  Museum,  the  Cotsen  collection  of  Japanese  baskets  and  the  Doris  Duke  collection 
of  Southeast  Asian  art,  Vickie  stated  that  the  Museum  was  on  the  cusp  of  receiving  another 
monumental  gift  from  the  Max  Yeh  family  of  a  collection  of  135  Chinese  paintings  comprised 
principally  of  ancient  calligraphy  from  the  7th  century  to  the  Ching  Dynasty  and  some  Republic 
period  paintings.  Vickie  noted  that  the  Chinese  Department  had  been  pursuing  the  collection  for 
eight  years  and  that  the  gift  would  greatly  increase  the  Museum's  presence  in  Chinese  painting. 
Because  the  collection  represents  the  bulk  of  the  Yeh  family's  net  worth,  Vickie  noted  that  they  do 
not  have  the  resources  to  pay  for  some  of  the  costs  attendance  with  the  gift  (i.e.,  legal  fees,  packing, 
shipping,  some  conservation  work)  and  that  they  have  asked  the  Museum  to  purchase  just  one  of  the 
paintings  to  help  cover  the  expenses.  She  asked  everyone  to  seriously  consider  supporting  the 
remarkable  opportunity  and  called  on  Curator  of  Chinese  Art  Michael  Knight  who  gave  a  slide 
presentation  of  the  collection  and  talked  about  the  Yeh  family. 

Emily  gave  a  slide  presentation  of  the  highlights  from  the  year-in-review  and,  in  closing,  made  an 
exciting  announcement  that  the  Bank  of  America  had  honored  the  Museum  with  a  $375,000 
contribution  to  be  the  Asian's  lead  corporate  sponsor  for  the  inaugural  year.  She  said  $200,000 
would  go  to  the  opening  events  and  $175,000  to  support  the  display  of  the  collections. 
Commissioner  Edward  Brown,  President  -  Global  Corporate  and  Investment  Banking  at  the  Bank 
of  America,  expressed  his  delight  in  the  partnership.  A  motion  was  made  and  unanimously 
carried  to  express  appreciation  to  the  Bank  of  America  for  their  tremendous  generosity.  Emily 
also  expressed  appreciation  to  Commissioner  Julia  Cheng  for  all  of  her  hard  work  on  this  venture.

1.        Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:40  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 
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2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  September  1 7.  2002  and  November  5,  2002  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  as 
written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  announced  a  change  in  the  public  opening  date  of  the  new  museum 
from  January  23rd  to  March  20th.  Emily  reported  the  results  of  the  November  5th  Butterfields 
auction  which  made  $72,000  for  the  Museum's  acquisitions  fund  and  mentioned  that,  in  the 
Fall  of  2003,  the  Museum  hoped  to  be  permitted  to  sell  certain  pieces  identified  from  the 
Brundage  collection  at  auction,  following  proper  deaccessioning  procedures.  She  noted  the 
work  of  the  City  Attorney's  office  on  a  petition  to  the  State  Attorney  General  with  regard  to 
restrictions.  Emily  gave  an  update  on  the  acquisition  of  the  Yeh  collection  of  Chinese 
paintings  and  calligraphy,  expressing  great  appreciation  for  the  very  good  news  that  Trustee 
Tim  Dattels  and  his  wife,  Kristine  Johnson,  a  member  of  the  Acquisitions  Committee,  had 
agreed  to  help  finalize  the  discussions  with  the  Yeh  family  by  purchasing  a  painting  from  the 
collection,  a  requirement  necessary  to  complete  negotiations.  Emily  talked  about  her 
upcoming  travels  to  Japan  with  Curators  Yoko  Woodson  and  Kumja  Kim  to  work  on  details 
for  upcoming  exhibitions.  Emily  announced  news  received  that  morning  that  the  Museum 
would  be  recipients  of  a  $75,000  grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  for  the 
Goryeo  Dynasty  exhibition  and  thanked  staff  for  their  hard  work.  She  gave  a  brief  update  on 
the  progress  of  the  building,  the  art  move  and  the  employee  move  schedule.  Emily  called  up 
on  Human  Resources  Director  Valerie  Pechenik  to  introduce  Andrea  Leonard,  the 
Museum's  new  Manager  of  Visitor  Services  which  is  an  important  new  position  within  the 
Museum.  Emily  called  on  Kalpana  Desai,  President  of  the  Docent  Council  and  ex-officio 
Trustee  of  the  Foundation,  who  gave  a  presentation  on  the  Docents'  work  since  the  close  of 
the  Museum  in  the  park,  and  their  preparations  for  the  new  Asian  at  Civic  Center.  Emily 
commented  on  the  exceptional  efforts  of  the  Docents.  Storytellers  and  Education  Staff  in 
their  outreach  efforts  while  the  Museum  was  closed.  Emily  called  on  Akiko  Yamazaki,  Co- 
Chair  of  the  Marketing  Committee,  who  announced  the  revival  of  the  committee  and 
introduced  its  members.  Akiko  called  on  Ralph  Rogers,  Director  of  Marketing  and 
Communications,  to  present  important  public  relations  materials  -  Asian  Art  Museum  Key 
Messages  and  Frequently  Asked  Questions. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  reported  approximately  $2  million  raised 
for  the  annual  fund  as  of  October  3 1st  or  42%  of  goal,  noting  over  $1  million  of  it  was 
from  corporate,  foundation  and  government  sources.  She  said  that  did  not  reflect  a 
$100,000  gift  from  the  Bernard  Osher  Foundation  and  a  $150,000  discretionary  grant 
from  the  James  Irvine  Foundation.  Maura  gratefully  announced  that  despite  the  change 
in  opening  date  to  March  20th,  the  Museum  would  maintain  the  Bank  of  America 
sponsorship  of  $375,000.  Other  recent  gifts  mentioned  were  $20,000  from  Vodafone, 
$15,000  from  Northern  Trust  and  $90,000  from  United  Airlines.  Maura  reported 
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membership  numbers  continued  to  increase  and  stood  at  9,400.  With  regard  to  the 
Trustee  annual  appeal,  she  said  20%  of  the  $850,000  goal  for  the  annual  fund  had  been 
raised  to  date  and  that  the  Jesse  Erickson  the  S.H.  Cowell  Foundation  had  presented  a 
$  1 00,000  challenge  grant  for  funds  contributed  by  December  3 1 .  She  thanked  Chuseok 
co-chairs  Ginny  Meyer  and  Michael  Kim  for  the  successful  September  28th  event  which 
netted  $1 14,000  and  would  bring  in  $228,000  thanks  to  a  2:1  match  from  the  Koret 
Foundation.  Announcing  the  Museum's  next  fundraising  event  on  February  6th,  the 
Opening  Night  Preview  Gala  for  the  Arts  of  Pacific  Asia  Show  at  Fort  Mason,  Maura 
thanked  the  team  of  Betsy  Eu,  Naja  Lockwood,  Gorretti  Lui  and  Akiko  Yamazaki  for 
their  work  on  the  event  and  congratulated  them  for  securing  Mercedes  as  the  event 
sponsor.  In  closing,  Maura  distributed  a  Development  Help  List  and  forms  for  gift 
memberships  and  mentioned  Emily  Sano's  recent  plea  to  the  board  for  assistance  in 
identifying  a  mini-van  that  could  be  donated  to  the  Museum 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judith  F.  Wilbur  reported  approximately  $155 
million  raised  to  date  for  phase  I  of  the  capital  campaign,  with  $6.3  million  in  proposals 
pending  and  $2  million  in  preparation.  Judy  reviewed  the  reasons  for  the  decision  to 
move  the  opening  date  to  March  20th,  noted  a  notification  mailing  had  gone  out  to  donors 
and  members  and  talked  about  the  positive  and  supportive  feedback  the  Museum  had 
received  from  the  public  about  the  change.  She  reviewed  the  changes  to  the  opening 
week  celebrations  and  distributed  an  updated  sheet  listing  the  activities. 

5.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  for  the  four  months 
ended  October  3 1 ,  2002.  Glenn  reported  that  the  city  had  asked  the  Museum  to  reduce 
the  current  fiscal  year  budget  by  3%  and  stated  the  city's  overall  projections  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  currently  appeared  to  be  a  $170  million  deficit.  He  reported  that  the  delay  in 
opening  from  January  to  March  would  cost  about  $1  million,  and  that  the  projected 
operating  loss  for  the  year  would  be  about  $1 .6  million  instead  of  $600,000.  With  regard 
to  bond  covenants,  he  noted  the  Museum  was  vigilant  about  requirements  and  okay  in 
terms  of  covenants  through  June  30,  2004,  but  he  stated  low  interest  rates  and  the 
performance  of  the  stock  market  had  reduced  investment  income  for  the  year.  Glenn 
called  for  discussion  which  resulted  in  requests  for  additional  information.

WHEREAS,  The  SAA  annually  sponsors  two  semesters  of  the  Arts  of  Asia  Lecture  Series,  as 
well  as  Literature  of  Asia  courses,  study  groups,  evening  lectures,  foreign  and  domestic  trips  and 
symposia,  with  financial  support  coming  from  member  dues,  program  income,  member  gifts  and 
investment  income;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  years,  the  SAA  has  augmented  the  Museum's  library  budget  (currently 
making  $10,000  annual  donations),  and  acquisitions  and  memorial  gifts,  as  well  as  art  restoration; 
and 

WHEREAS,  In  1998,  the  Museum  assumed  management  of  two  invaluable  and  successful 
segments  of  the  institution,  (i)  the  volunteer  program,  which  was  started  in  the  1970s,  and  (ii)  the 
Museum  shop,  which  the  SAA  began  operating  in  1991  and  made  donations  of  70%  of  its  net 
profit  to  the  Museum  annually;  and 

WHEREAS,  Finally,  the  SAA  has  given  financial  support  for  exhibitions,  publications,  salaries, 
lectures  and  films  and,  from  1968  through  the  end  of  the  2001-2002  fiscal  year,  has  donated  in 
excess  of  $2.5  million  dollars  to  the  Asian  Art  Museum  as  noted  below:

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1.  Call  to  Order 

A  meeting  of  the  Commission  Executive  Committee  was  called  to  order  at  4:45  p.m.  by 
Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being  present.  Mr.  Bogart  announced  Emily  Sano's 
10  anniversary  at  the  Asian  Art  Museum  and  all  present  expressed  their  appreciation 
with  a  standing  ovation.  Due  to  lack  of  a  quorum  of  the  Full  Commission,  two  action 
items  regarding  deaccessioning  were  carried  forward  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Full 
Commission. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Fhe  November  18,  2002  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  as  written. 

3 .  D  i  recto  r '  s  Re  port 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  her  recent  travels  to  M  iami  to  attend  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  of  Art  M  useum  Directors.  Notingapproximatehy  1200  in  attendance  and 
good  press  coverage,  Emily  detailed  the  success  of  the  New  Year's  Eve  bell  ringing  ceremony 
at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library  and  the  unveilingof  the  new  bell  tower  which  was 
constructed  by  Paul  Driscoll  Joinery  Structures.  She  reported  on  the  successful  and 
organized  moves  of  the  staff  and  art  and  gave  an  update  on  the  galleries,  primarily  focusing 
on  the  work  of  George  Sexton  and  Associates.  Emily  announced  that  she  had  deputized 
Curator  of  Chinese  Art  Michael  Knight  to  be  the  staff  and  curatorial  liaison  with  the  trades 
to  monitor  the  punch  list  in  the  galleries.  She  thanked  Terri  Dial  for  finding  a  donor  to  give 
the  M  useum  a  much  needed  transportation  van.  Emily  noted  that  an  April  tea  ceremony 
was  being  organized  to  dedicate  the  tea  room.  She  noted  her  appreciation  for  the  finalization 
of  the  Yeh  Collection,  and  she  called  upon  Acquisitions  Committee  Chair  Victoria  Johnston 
to  speak  about  the  deaccessioning  process  and  the  committee's  action  at  its  January  13th 
meeting  to  approve  the  first  oftwo  steps  requiredto  deaccession  certain  Brundage  objects 
and  other  objects  in  the  permanent  collection.  Vickie  then  introduced  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Adine  Varah  to  give  an  update  on  the  Brundage  petition.  In  closing,  Emily 
announced  feature  articles  in  current  issues  of  Arts  of  As  ia,  Orientations,  and  Art  and 
Antiques. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  expressed  her  appreciation  to  Emily  on  her 
1 0th  anniversary.  Maura  reported  approximately  $3  million  raised  for  the  annual  fund  as 
of  December  3 1st,  or  65%  of  the  $4.7  million  goal.  She  noted  that  as  a  result  of  an 
aggressive  membership  campaign,  memberships  had  increased  to  over  1 1,000,  and  she 
stated  the  goal  was  to  achieve  1 5,000  by  the  opening  and  20,000  or  more  by  the  end  of 
2003.  Gifts  of  particular  note  since  the  last  meeting  mentioned  by  Maura  were  $30,000 
from  the  California  Arts  Council,  $75,000  from  the  Carpenter  Foundation  (for  the  Jade 
catalogue),  $100,000  from  the  Bernard  Osher  Foundation,  and  a  $150,000  sponsorship 
from  Wells  Fargo.  She  again  thanked  Tim  Dattels  and  Christine  Johnson  for  their 
generosity  in  helping  the  Museum  acquire  a  painting  from  the  Yeh  Family  Collection  of 
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Chinese  paintings  and  calligraphy.  With  regard  to  the  Trustee  annual  appeal,  she  reported 
over  $400,000,  or  52%  of  goal,  contributed  by  the  Board  thus  far.  Maura  urged  those 
who  had  not  yet  contributed  to  please  make  their  pledges  to  help  forecast  year-end 
performance.  Maura  announced  the  upcoming  Arts  of  Pacific  Asia  Preview  Gala  on 
February  6th,  giving  special  thanks  to  event  sponsor  Mercedes-Benz,  to  all  who  had 
signed  on  as  sponsors  and  benefactors  and  to  the  dynamic  event  chair  team  of  Betsy 
Hambrecht  Eu,  Naja  Pham  Lockwood,  Gorretti  Lo  Lui  and  Akiko  Yamazaki.  In  closing, 
Maura  distributed  a  Development  Help  List  as  a  resource  for  developing  new  sources  and 
new  donors  for  the  Museum. 

In  the  absence  of  Trustee  Jesse  Erickson  who  has  headed  up  an  ad  hoc  committee  on 
Foundation  Committee  Descriptions,  Maura  distributed  copies  of  the  final  draft  of 
descriptions,  as  well  as  a  list  of  all  of  the  Foundation  committee  members,  and  asked 
Trustees  to  submit  any  suggestions  or  comments  prior  to  the  February  Executive 
Committee  meeting  at  which  time  the  descriptions  would  be  presented  to  the  Foundation 
for  approval. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judith  F.  Wilbur  reported  approximately  $157 
million  raised  to  date  for  phase  I  of  the  capital  campaign,  with  $7.4  million  in  proposals 
pending  and  in  preparation.  Judy  announced  two  recent  $1  million  dollar  gifts,  one  from 
Rupert  and  Maryellie  Johnson  and  the  other  from  Nancy  Hamon.  She  distributed  a  list  of 
opening  events  and,  noting  the  unveiling  of  Chong-Moon  Lee's  bust  on  March  10th, 
encouraged  all  board  members  to  participate  that  day.  Judy  extended  special  thanks  to 
the  host  committee  which  has  helped  to  underwrite  many  of  the  opening  events:  Kathy 
and  Paul  Bissinger,  Jane  and  Jack  Bogart,  Barbara  Mathews  and  John  Brooks,  Jan  and  Ed 
Brown,  Joan  L  Danforth,  Sally  and  Bill  Hambrecht,  Lucy  and  Fritz  Jewett,  Maryellie  and 
Rupert  H.  Johnson,  Jr.,  Doris  Shoong  and  Theodore  Bo  Lee,  Reiko  and  Chong-Moon  Lee, 
Maura  and  Robert  Morey,  Barbro  and  Bernard  Osher,  Leslie  and  Alexnader  Schilling,  Ji 
Ing  Soong,  Joan  and  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.,  Judy  and  Brayton  Wilbur,  and  Akiko 
Yamazaki  and  Jerry  Yang.

WHEREAS,  Marjorie,  a  native  San  Franciscan  who  played  an  instrumental  role  in  the 
growth  and  development  of  the  Museum,  worked  vigorously  in  the  late  1950s  to  assist 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  acquiring  the  Avery  Brundage  Collection,  which 
served  as  the  impetus  for  the  Museum's  founding  and  subsequent  opening  in  1966;  and 
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WHEREAS,  As  the  Museum's  earliest  volunteer,  Marjorie  assisted  in  cataloging  the 
collection  as  objects  arrived  and,  among  her  many  roles  as  a  member  of  the  Commission 
and  Foundation,  served  for  years  as  Chair  of  the  Acquisitions  Committee;  and 

WHEREAS,  Marjorie,  a  woman  of  intelligence,  grace  and  determination,  expressed  her 
passion  for  the  Museum  through  leadership,  generosity  and  kindness  and  was  one  of  the 
Museum's  most  active  supporters  until  her  death;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Commissioners  and  Trustees  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  are 
greatly  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Marjorie  W.  Bissinger  and  will  especially  grieve  her 
absence  at  the  opening  of  the  new  facility  at  Civic  Center  in  March;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission,  on  behalf  of  the  entire 
Museum  family,  wishes  to  express  their  loving  appreciation  to  Marjorie  W.  Bissinger  and 
to  convey  to  her  family  their  heartfelt  condolences. 

b.        Nomination  of  NewCommissioner  Asim  Abdullah 

WHEREAS,  The  NominatingCommittee  has  recommended  the  election  of  Asim  Abdullah  to

Asim  holds  an  M.S.  in  Engineering  Management  from 
Stanford  University  ('87)  and  BS  degrees  in  Electrical  and  Computer  Engineering  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  ('84).

Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  October  28,  2002  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 
Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  the  successful  New  York  media  blitz  the  week  of  February 
1  0th  and  noted  a  continuing  flow  of  recent  and  forthcoming  press.  She  pointed  out  two  of  the 
Foundation  action  items  for  consideration  later  in  their  meeting  (i)  the  approval  of  the  cafe 
contract  with  Dan  McCall's  &  Associates,  Inc.,  which  she  asked  Ikuko  Satoda  to  outline  the 
major  terms  of  later  in  the  meeting,  and  (ii)  the  approval  of  Foundation  committee  descriptions, 
which  she  called  on  ad  hoc  committee  chair  Jesse  Erickson  to  present.  Emily  also  noted  two 
Commission  action  items  for  consideration  later  in  the  meeting  that  would  be  the  first  of  two 
steps  required  to  deaccession  certain  Brundage  objects  and  other  objects  in  the  permanent 
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collection.  Additionally,  she  gave  an  update  on  the  Brundage  petition,  noting  a  Superior  Court 
hearing  date  had  been  set  for  April  16l  .  She  closed  her  report  briefly  discussing  opt  ions  for  the 
relocation  of  the  DuMond  paintings  and  Lentelli  sculptures,  which  were  previously  housed  in  the 
building  when  it  served  as  the  Main  Library. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  annual  fund  report  of 
contributions  and  written  pledges  dated  January  31,  2003,  which  reflected  approximately 
$3.5  million  or  74%  towards  a  $4.7  million  goal.  Maura  announced  the  first  event  at  the 
New  Asian  would  be  the  unveiling  of  Chong-Moon  Lee's  bust  on  Monday,  March  10th, 
followed  by  a  series  of  blessings  by  representatives  from  different  religious  denominations. 
She  gave  an  update  on  membership  and  its  strategy,  noting  a  current  membership  of  12,000  + 
with  a  goal  of  15,000  by  the  opening.  Regarding  the  annual  fund,  Maura  reported  over  62% 
of  the  $850,000  goal  had  been  raised  through  contributions  from  55%  of  the  Board  and 
stated  she  would  be  contacting  those  who  had  not  yet  made  a  commitment.  She  reminded 
those  who  had  pledged  but  not  yet  paid  that  June  30th  would  be  the  due  date.  Maura  thanked 
Arts  of  Pacific  Asia  Gala  chairs,  Betsy  Hambrecht  Eu,  Naja  Pham  Lockwood,  Gorretti  Lo  Lui 
and  Akiko  Yamazaki  for  a  successful  event.  She  noted  Judy  Wilbur  and  David  Lei  were  doing 
a  wonderful  job  masterminding  the  various  opening  events  scheduled  from  March  10th  and 
continuing  through  opening  day  on  March  20lh.  Maura  closed  her  report  by  announcing  a 
February  27th  Monsoomhosted  event  on  Furniture  and  Fashion  at  Rick  Lee  Design  and 
Colleen  Quen  Couture. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  reported  $157.5  million  raised-to-date  for 
the  capital  campaign,  noting  $7.2  million  in  proposals  pending  and  in  preparation.  Judy 
announced  a  generous  gift  of  $500,000  from  Isha  and  Asim  Abdullah  in  support  of  the  South 
Asia  to  600  Gallery  in  the  Indian  Gallery  Suite,  and  she  reported  a  request  for  funding  had 
been  introduced  and  secured  by  Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  through  the  Senate 
Subcommittee  on  Labor,  Health,  Human  Services  &  Education  which  awarded  the  Museum 
$500,000  from  its  appropriations  budget.  Additionally,  Judy  announced  receipt  of  $100,000 
for  opening  events  from  Knight  Ridder.  She  thanked  Joan  and  Glenn  Vinson,  as  well  as 
Barbara  and  John  Mathews  Brooks  for  each  naming  a  Loggia  Portal,  and  she  encouraged 
others  to  fill  those  remaining.  In  closing,  Judy  distributed  and  discussed  the  schedule  of 
opening  events. 

5.  Financial  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  and  the  New  Asian  project 
budget  (phase  I)  for  the  seven  months  ended  January  31,  2003,  noting  at  58%  through  the 
fiscal  year,  income  and  expenses  were  both  a  little  lower  than  expected.  He  explained  that 
expenses  were  lower  because  of  the  delay  in  filling  several  new  positions  as  a  result  of 
delaying  the  opening  from  January  to  March.  Without  knowing  what  the  numbers  would  be 
over  the  next  few  months,  Glenn  predicted  income  would  come  in  at  least  as  projected  and 
expenses  would  be  a  bit  lower. 

6.  Consideration  and  Possible  Action 
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a.  Recommendation  to  the  Asian  ArtCommission  to  Approve  Phase  Iofthe 
Deaccessioning  Process  with  Regard  to  Objects  Donated  by  Avery  Brundage 

WHEREAS,  The  Collections  Management  Policy  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  as  amended  on 
November  26,  2001,  permits  objects  to  be  considered  for  deaccessioning  if  they  are  not 
suitable  for  reasons  including  relevance,  redundancy,  physical  integrity,  authenticity  and 
legality;  and 

WHEREAS,  Between  1959  and  1975  Avery  Brundage  donated  approximately  7,000  objects 
to  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  permanent  collection;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  has  been  determined  subsequently  by  the  Museum's  curators  that  a  small 
portion  of  those  objects  are  no  longer  suitable  for  the  collection  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  and  the  Chief  Curator  have  recommended  that  objects  donated  by 
Avery  Brundage  as  indicated  on  the  attached  list  (Exhibit  A)  should  be  deaccessioned;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  August  26,  2002  the  Asian  Art  Commission  passed  Resolution  C02-029 
which  authorized  the  City  Attorney,  in  consultation  with  the  Director,  to  finalize  and  submit 
to  the  court  a  Petition  for  Instructions  Approving  Discretionary  Acts  of  Trustees  and  a 
Petition  for  Order  to  Modify  the  Brundage  Trust  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Acquisitions  Committee,  at  its  January  13,  2003  meeting,  recommended 
to  the  Asian  Art  Commission  that  the  objects  listed  on  Exhibit  A  be  deaccessioned,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  matter  would  be  considered  again  by  the  Acquisitions  Committee  at 
least  six  months  from  that  date;  and  if  deaccessioning  of  those  objects  was  again 
recommended  by  the  Acquisitions  Committee  another  resolution  would  be  submitted  to  the 
Asian  Art  Commission  where  it  would  become  effective  only  after  it  had  been  agreed  to  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  Commission;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED.  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  approves  Phase  I  of  the  deaccessioning 
process  with  regard  to  objects  on  Exhibit  A;  and,  be  it

1.        Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:15  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 
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2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  March  18.  2003  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  the  May  1 5n  visit  of  South  Korean  President  Roh,  noting  an 
outstanding  job  by  the  museum's  security  staff.  She  congratulated  Commissioner  David  Lei  for  the 
award  he  received  from  the  Business  Arts  Council  on  May  15th,  and  she  thanked  everyone  who 
attended  the  San  Francisco  Business  Times  awards  dinner  on  May  14th  at  which  she  was  one  among 
100  women  chosen  as  outstanding  business  women  in  the  community.  She  gave  an  attendance 
update  through  May  17th  noting  94,000  visitors  (120.000  including  special  events)  or  approximately 
1 700  visitors  per  day.  She  reported  New  York  Times  art  critic  Holland  Cotter  visited  the  museum  on 
May  10th  and  1 1  ,  and  his  review  would  be  forthcoming.  Emily  distributed  copies  of  four  articles 
published  on  May  14th  announcing  the  museum's  acquisition  of  the  Yeh  Family  Collection  and  again 
thanked  Kristine  Johnson  and  Tim  Dattels  for  their  generosity  in  helping  make  the  gift  possible 
through  their  purchase,  on  behalf  of  the  museum,  of  a  Zhang  Daqian  painting  from  the  collection. 
Distributing  an  article  entitled,  "The  New  Work  of  the  Nonprofit  Board."  Emily  discussed  the 
possibility  of  an  October  board  retreat  which  would  be  facilitated  by  Dr.  Richard  P.  Chait  of  the 
Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education.  She  showed  images  from  future  exhibition  programs,  with 
particular  emphasis  on  Goryeo  Dynasty:  Korea 's  Age  of  Enlightenment  (918  to  1392)  and  Leaning 
Forward,  Looking  Back:  Eight  Contemporary  Artists  from  Korea,  exhibitions  proposed  for  October 
1 8.  2003  through  January  1 .  2004.  In  closing.  Emily  called  upon  Ellen  Bauch,  Chair  of  the 
Foundation  Public  Programs  Committee,  who  presented  information  regarding  an  event  to  be  hosted 
by  the  committee  entitled  "Beyond  the  Collection."  at  which  members  of  the  board  and  the  leadership 
of  other  support  groups  of  the  museum  would  be  invited  to  an  evening  of  serious  fun  to  learn  about 
and  experience  the  various  public  programs  under  the  umbrella  of  the  Education  Department.  She 
asked  everyone  to  mark  their  calendars  for  Monday.  September  22nd  from  6:00  to  8:00  p.m.  at  the 
museum 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

On  behalf  of  New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judith  F.  Wilbur,  Jack  Bogart  reported  $164.5 
million  raised  to  date  for  phase  I  of  the  capital  campaign,  with  $1.3  million  in  proposals  pending. 
Pointing  out  that  $4  million  more  than  the  approved  $160.5  million  budget  had  been  raised,  he 
noted  that  final  accounting  for  the  project  was  still  in  negotiation  and  that  a  number  would  be 
forthcoming  in  the  near  future.  Announcing  another  portal  in  the  loggia  had  been  purchased  in 
honor  of  former  Commissioner  Violet  Chu,  Jack  distributed  a  list  of  remaining  naming 
opportunities. 

On  behalf  of  Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey,  Glenn  Vinson  referred  to  the  2002- 
2003  Foundation  Development  Report  of  Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  noting,  as  of  April 
30,  2003,  that  approximately  $4.4  million,  or  93%  of  the  approximate  $4.7  million  annual  fund 
goal  had  been  raised. 

5.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  Proposed  Operating  Budget  for  FY  03-04,  which 
also  included  the  FY  02-03  annual  budget,  actuals  for  the  10  months  ended  April  30,  2003,  and  a

forecast  as  of  March  3 1 bt.  Glenn  reminded  everyone  that  a  January  opening  date  had  been 
anticipated  when  the  02-03  budget  was  approved  and  that  postponement  of  the  opening  to  March 
explained  the  decrease  in  income  to  date.  He  pointed  out  very  favorable  membership  numbers, 
with  20.000  members  forecasted  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  regular  attendance  running  300  or 
400  per  day  over  projections,  which  he  noted  also  favorably  impacted  the  store  and  cafe.  Glenn 
stated  net  loss  for  the  year  looked  to  be  approximately  $1 .5  million,  about  $500,000  more  than 
previously  anticipated,  which  he  reiterated  was  a  reflection  of  loss  of  income  from  the  delayed 
opening;  however,  he  noted  the  loss  was  in  line  with  figures  projected  last  October/November 
when  the  museum  reviewed  delaying  the  opening.  He  predicted  that  by  the  end  of  the  calendar 
year  the  difference  would  be  made  up  by  such  things  as  additional  attendance,  and  he  said  if  a 
two-year  analysis  were  done  he  believed  the  overall  picture  would  look  about  the  same  as  if  the 
opening  had  taken  place  in  January.  Regarding  the  03-04  operating  budget,  Glenn  reviewed  that 
the  city  had  a  gross  budget  of  approximately  $5  to  $6  billion  a  year  for  a  population  of 
approximately  800,000  people  and  that  the  bulk  of  the  budget  was  set  by  voter  determined 
allocations  such  as  the  library,  public  health,  etc.  He  noted  those  types  of  allocations  use  all  but 
an  approximate  $2  billion,  which  is  divided  among  entities  like  the  museum,  and  that  when 
reductions  in  allocations  are  called  for  they  generally  come  from  the  latter.  Glenn  noted  the 
museum's  recent  reduction  from  the  city's  allocation  was  approximately  $400,000,  but  he  put  it 
into  perspective  by  saying  that,  when  the  museum  was  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  the  allocation  was 
about  $1.8  million  and  it  now  receives  $6  million  plus.  Glenn  stated  that  the  city's  financial 
situation  may  result  in  further  reductions  in  coming  months,  and  he  noted  the  museum  would 
have  to  make  adjustments  to  keep  its  budget  in  balance.  He  proposed  that  the  board  adopt  the 
budget  with  the  recognition  that  periodic  review  throughout  the  year  would  be  necessary.  Glenn 
held  a  discussion  and  answered  questions  regarding  the  budget  and  related  questions.

RESOLVED,  That  the  combined  City  and  Foundation  operating  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  2004  for  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed  in  the  meeting  materials  and  on 
file  with  the  Commission  Secretary,  is  approved  as  proposed,  subject  to  final  City  budget  approval.

WHEREAS,  Dr.  Marvin  L.  Gordon,  Ms.  Laura  J.  Enos  and  Dr.  Wen-hsin  Yeh  have  recently 
completed  service  as  Asian  Art  Commissioners,  having  been  appointed  on  December  5,  1995,  August 
2,  1994  and  June  30,  1998,  respectively;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  their  terms  of  service,  each  has  exhibited  dedication  to  the  welfare  of  the 
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Museum  through  current  or  previous  service  on  committees  (Dr.  Gordon  on  the  Education  & 
Programs  and  Acquisitions  Committees,  four  years  as  Acquisitions  chair;  Ms.  Enos  on  the  Ethics 
Committee;  and  Dr.  Yeh  on  the  Exhibitions  &  Publications  Committee)  and  through  their 
participation  in  numerous  Museum  activities  and  events;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Kathy  Bissinger.  a  native  of  Boston  and  New  York,  moved  to  San  Francisco  in  1959,  following 
her  marriage  to  Paul  A.  Bissinger.  Jr.  and  has  lived  here  ever  since.  Kathy  and  Paul  have  two 
grown  sons,  Stephen  and  Matthew,  both  of  whom  live  in  the  Bay  Area.  Kathy  is  a  graduate  of 
Wellesley  College  with  a  major  in  Art  History.  Kathy  entered  the  Travel  Business  in  1975  as  a 
founding  co-owner  of  Travel  Arts,  Inc.,  a  full  service  travel  agency  in  the  San  Francisco  financial 
district  and  served  as  its  President  from  1989  until  1995.

She  serves  on  the  Advisory  Board  of  that  organization  as 
Western  Regional  Director.  She  has  also  served  on  the  Northern  California  Board  of  the  Pacific 
Asia  Travel  Association  and  the  agent  advisory  board  of  Four  Seasons  Hotels  and  Resorts. 
Wendy  Perrin,  Consumer  Affairs  Editor  of  Conde  Nast  Traveler  Magazine,  featured  Kathy  in  an 
article  in  that  publication  in  the  August  2001  issue.  Conde  Nast  Traveler  has  also  listed  her  in 
2001  and  2002  as  one  of  the  nation's  top  travel  specialists  for  Asia  -  Arts  and  Culture.  Kathy  and 
her  husband,  Paul,  are  members  of  Jade  Circle  and  Capital  Campaign  donors. 

Jesse  D.  Erickson  is  President  Emeritus  of  S.  H.  Cowell  Foundation,  a  San  Francisco  non-profit 
organization  giving  grants  for  projects  addressing  poverty  and  social  problems,  neighborhood  and 
civic  participation,  and  sustainable  local  resources,  for  the  Northern  California  Area.  Mr.

He  served  in  the  US  Air  Force  from  1954  to  1956  and  was  an  engineer 
at  Boeing  Airplane  Co.  from  1956  to  1957.  Mr.  Erickson  earned  a  BS  degree  from  MIT  in 
Business  and  Chemical  Engineering  in  1953.

Bill  S.  Kim  is  the  founder  and  President  of  Kizan  International,  Inc..  a  diversified  manufacturer 
and  distributor  of  men's  apparel  since  1972.  Kizams  products  are  available  in  over  4,000  stores 
nationwide,  including  Macy's,  Dayton  Hudson,  Sears,  and  May  Company,  under  the  nationally 
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known  brand  "Louis  Raphael."  Products  are  globally  sourced  from  the  Far  East,  North  America, 
Latin  America  and  Europe.

Mr.  Kim  has  been  an  active  fundraiser  on  behalf  of  and  donor  to  the  Asian  Language  Department 
of  Stanford  University.  Since  1991,  his  wife,  Mary,  and  he  have  been  active  participants  and 
enthusiastic  supporters  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  for  San  Francisco  and  other  institutions  to 
promote  Asian-American  art  and  culture  in  the  United  States.  Mr.  Kim  was  educated  at  and 
attended  Stanford  University's  Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration,  University  of 
California  at  Los  Angeles,  and  El  Camino  College  in  Los  Angeles.  He  was  born  in  1946  and 
immigrated  from  South  Korea  to  the  United  States  in  1964.  He  currently  lives  in  Atherton, 
California.

Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:15  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 

Mr.  Bogart  announced  to  both  the  Commissioners  and  Trustees  his  desire  to  prepare  for 
leadership  succession  planning  by  proposing  to  create  a  single  position  of  Vice  Chair  within  the 
leadership  structure  of  both  the  Commission  and  Foundation.  He  said  just  as  he  serves  as  Chair 
for  both  entities  he  would  like  for  the  Vice  Chair  position  to  be  held  by  one  individual  for  both 
entities.  In  preparation  for  that,  he  noted,  the  Trustees  would  be  asked  to  vote  later  in  their 
meeting  to  elect  Commissioner  Doris  Shoong  Lee  to  the  Foundation  in  order  that  she  may  be 
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proposed  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  to  be  brought  into  the  leadership  of  both  the 
Commission  and  Foundation  as  Vice  Chair.  Jack  stated  he  would  like  Doris  to  be  in  the  position 
just  under  Chair  so  that  when  he  steps  down  as  Chair  she  would  become  Chair. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  May  19,  2003  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  gave  a  brief  update  on  attendance  noting  1 70,000  visitors  to  date.  She 
reminded  everyone  of  the  October  30lh  Board  Retreat  to  be  facilitated  by  Dr.  Richard  Chait  of 
Harvard's  Graduate  School  of  Education,  and  she  urged  them  to  complete  the  two  surveys  related  to 
the  retreat  once  received.  Emily  reminded  everyone  of  the  Public  Programs  Committee's  upcoming 
event  on  September  22nd.  She  spoke  about  recent  travels  to  New  York  in  pursuit  of  a  potential  gift  of 
Japanese  woodblock  prints  and  work  on  a  potential  exhibition  on  Vietnam.  Emily  also  noted  a  Jade 
Circle  trip  to  Santa  Fe  which  a  number  of  people  would  be  leaving  on  the  following  day.  She 
congratulated  Kathy  Bissinger  and  Jesse  Erickson  for  being  sworn-in  as  Commissioners  on  July  25th. 
Emily  distributed  a  press  packet  compiled  by  the  Marketing  Department  with  recent  articles  about  the 
museum.  In  closing,  Emily  noted  that  at  the  last  Executive  Committee  meeting  on  June  23'd,  Doris 
Shoong  Lee  had  been  appointed  by  Jack  Bogart  during  discussions  at  the  meeting  to  be  the  new  Chair 
of  the  New  Asian  Project  Committee,  and  she  noted  that  Doris  would  be  giving  an  update  under  the 
Foundation  portion  of  the  meeting. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Foundation  Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  congratulated  Chong-Moon  Lee,  Jack 
Bogart  and  Judy  Wilbur  for  being  recipients  of  a  special  award  from  the  Association  of 
Fundraising  Professionals  and  Northern  California  Grantmakers  for  their  outstanding  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  museum,  noting  an  awards  luncheon  would  be  held  on  November  12th.  Maura 
distributed  the  Development  Report  of  Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  through  June  30, 
reflecting  $5,170,716  for  the  year  just  ended.  When  added  to  the  money  raised  for  the  Campaign, 
including  a  recent  pledge  of  $300,000  from  Dede  Wilsey,  thanks  to  Judy  Wilbur's  continued 
efforts,  Maura  noted  $14  million  raised  in  the  fiscal  year  for  the  institution  overall.  She  also 
distributed  a  sheet  showing  a  five  year  comparison  of  each  of  the  major  areas  of  contributed 
revenue  for  the  museum  since  1999.  Maura  called  on  Dan  Banks  who  reported  a  very  good  year 
for  the  Jade  Circle  with  a  revenue  target  of  $600,000  that  was  exceeded  by  almost  6%,  and  70 
new  members  for  a  total  of  256  (which  includes  54  Commissioners  and  Trustees).  He  noted  the 
next  year's  goal  would  be  $750,000  and  talked  about  future  plans  and  programs.  In  closing  her 
report,  Maura  reminded  everyone  about  the  October  17th  Chuseok  Gala. 

Doris  Shoong  Lee  gave  a  thorough  update  on  building  project  issues  which  included  meeting 
with  attorneys  from  Hanson  Bridget  on  the  status  of  claims,  her  vigilance  with  regard  to  punch 
list  items,  discussion  of  possible  release  of  retention  funds  if  subcontractors  released  stop  notices, 
and  consideration  of  options  to  settle  subcontractor  claims  which  included  (i)  our  attorney 
negotiating  lower  claims  with  each  subcontractor,  or  (ii)  mediation,  or  (iii)  litigation.  Doris  and 
Glenn  Vinson  led  a  thorough  discussion  regarding  attorneys  recommendations  for  mediation  and 
noted  a  possible  date  of  October  6  for  all  parties  to  come  together  for  formal  mediation.  Doris 
and  Glenn  answered  questions  and  led  discussions  which  included  claims,  mediation,  the  project 
office,  and  bonds. 
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5.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  noted  the  Finance  Office  was  in  the  process  of  closing  out  the 
fiscal  year  books  and  distributed  preliminary  summary  numbers  prepared  by  Finance  as  of  July 
25,  2003.  He  noted  the  operational  loss  for  the  year  was  about  $1.5  million.  He  reviewed  all  the 
areas  of  income  which  included  admission,  membership,  store,  cafe  and  facility  rental.  He 
reported  the  audit  was  scheduled  to  begin  on  August  14th.  In  closing,  Glenn  again  cautioned  that 
the  city's  financial  situation  may  result  in  further  reductions  in  coming  months,  and  he  noted  the 
museum  would  have  to  make  adjustments  to  keep  its  budget  in  balance.

The  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Annual  Reception,  and  a  number  of  staff  and  guests  were 
present.  A  list  of  attendees  is  on  file  in  the  Commission  Office. 


1.         Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:25  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present.  Mr.  Bogart  welcomed  everyone,  noting  with  special  thanks  that  representatives  from 
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numerous  board  committees  and  museum  auxiliary  groups  as  well  as  representatives  from  the 
Consulates  of  many  Asian  countries  were  in  attendance.  He  acknowledged  Commissioners  and 
Trustees  who  had  joined  the  board  within  the  last  year,  asking  those  in  attendance  to  please  stand. 
Mr.  Bogart  also  noted  that  Mayor  Willie  Brown  was  scheduled  to  attend  the  reception. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  July  28,  2003  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  stated  the  project  goal  was  $160.5  million  and 
that  $165.5  million  had  been  raised  to  date.  Mrs.  Wilbur  noted  while  negotiations  with 
subcontractors  were  still  in  process,  project  costs  to  date  were  $168  million.  In  closing,  she 
graciously  thanked  everyone  for  the  tremendous  success  with  the  new  Asian  and  fundraising  and 
asked  for  their  continued  support.  Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  reported  a 
terrific  year  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  earning  over  $5  million  for  the  annual  fund,  and  she  noted 
the  annual  fund  goal  for  fiscal  year  '03-'04  had  been  set  at  $6.7  million.  Noting  the  two  Korean 
exhibitions  in  October  that  would  launch  the  Museum's  special  exhibition  schedule,  Maura 
reported  major  support  from  the  Korea  and  Koret  Foundations  with  additional  support  from 
Samsung,  the  L.W.S.  Spencer  Foundation,  the  NEA,  and  Altria.  And  she  thanked  the  Taiwanese 
Council  for  Cultural  Affairs  for  funding  an  exhibit  in  2004  with  two  contemporary  Taiwanese 
artists.  With  regard  to  corporate  support,  Maura  noted  two  companies  leading  the  way.  She 
thanked  the  Bank  of  America  for  being  the  Museum's  lead  corporate  sponsor  by  underwriting  the 
presentation  of  the  collection  and  thanked  Commissioner  Ed  Brown  for  advocating  for  the 
Museum  from  afar.  She  thanked  Wells  Fargo  for  being  the  lead  corporate  donor  for  the 
AsiaAlive  Program  and  expressed  appreciation  to  Trustee  Howard  Atkins  for  their  support. 
Maura  noted  the  annual  Chuseok  Gala  scheduled  for  October  17th  would  be  chaired  by  Michael 
Kim  along  with  the  team  of  Joy  Boatwright,  Catherine  Park  and  Trustee  Suno  Kay  Osterweis. 
Two  special  volunteer  groups  that  Mrs.  Morey  highlighted  for  their  extraordinary 
accomplishments  in  helping  the  Museum  fulfill  its  mission  were  the  Asian  League  (comprised  of 
40  volunteers  who  help  plan  and  implement  fundraising  events)  and  Monsoon  (a  group  of 
approximately  300  members  devoted  to  engaging  and  cultivating  the  next  generation  of 
enthusiasts  for  the  Museum).  Maura  introduced  Monsoon's  new  President,  Maija  Muncy  Frisbie. 
In  closing,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Museum  Board,  staff  and  the  Museum  family,  Maura  thanked  the 
Society  for  Asian  Art  for  their  generosity  and  shared  vision,  noting  the  Society  was  among  the 
top  donors  to  the  Museum  last  year  with  approximately  $60,000  in  contributions,  which  brought 
their  total  giving  to  the  Asian  over  time  to  over  $2.5  million.  She  thanked  Society  President  and 
immediate  past  President,  Vincent  Fausone  and  June  Arney,  respectively,  as  well  as  the  Society 
members,  for  their  work  and  support. 

4.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  reported  that  the  audit  was  substantially  complete  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  2003,  with  the  exception  of  one  open  item  which  related  to  the  construction  of 
the  new  Asian.  Glenn  reminded  everyone  that  the  Museum  had  operating  losses  for  the  previous 
two  or  three  years  due  to  the  move  from  the  old  building  to  the  new  Asian,  and  the  approximate 
1 .5  years  that  the  Museum  was  closed  to  the  public,  and  that  the  loss  for  this  year  had  been 
approximately  $1 .7  million,  which  included  the  two  month  delay  in  opening  in  March  as  opposed 
to  January.  He  noted  that  for  this  fiscal  year  the  Museum  was  operating  essentially  on  a  break 
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even  basis  and  that,  to  date,  attendance,  contributions,  and  earned  income  were  on  schedule. 
Glenn  reported  work  on  transactions  relating  to  the  outstanding  bonds,  and  he  noted  there  would 
be  a  report  on  that  topic  later  in  the  year.

ARTICLE  V 
OFFICERS 

Section  1 .         Generally.  The  officers  of  the  Commission  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Commission  from  among  its  members.  The  officers  shall  be  a  Chair,  two  or  three  Vice  Chairs  a_ 
Vice  Chair,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  such  additional  officers  as  the  Commission  from  time 
to  time  may  consider  desirable.  Officers  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  or  until  their 
successors  have  been  elected.  All  vacancies  occurring  during  a  term  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  terms.  There  is  no  limit  on  the  number  of  terms  an  officer  may  serve,  provided, 
however,  that  the  Chair  shall  not  be  elected  for  a  third  consecutive  full  term  unless  in  exceptional 
circumstances.

Section  3.         Duties  of  Officers. 

b)  Vice  Chairs.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Chair,  his/her 
duties  and  responsibilities  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  Vice  Chair  designated  by  the  Chair.  When 
so  acting,  a  the  Vice  Chair  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  restrictions 
placed  upon  the  Chair.  A  Vice  Chairs  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Commission,  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Chair,  consistent 
with  these  bylaws.

Section  2.  Meetings. 

d)  Special  Meetings.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Commission  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  Chair,  at  the  oral  or  written  request  of  at  least  14  members  of  the 
Commission,  or  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  Commissioners  at  a  duly-called  meeting 
at  which  a  quorum  is  present.  Written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  any  such  special  meeting 
shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  personally,  by  first  class  mail,  electronic  mail  or  by  facsimile, 
at  least  twenty  four  72  hours  before  the  meeting.  The  call  and  notice  shall  specify  the  time  and 
place  of  the  special  meeting  and  the  business  to  be  transacted.  No  other  business  shall  be 
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considered  at  such  meetings  by  the  Commission.  The  call  and  notice  shall  be  posted  at  least  24 
72  hours  prior  to  the  special  meeting  in  a  location  that  is  freely  accessible  to  members  of  the 
public  and  on  the  Museum's  web  site.

1.         Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:10  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 


2.         Approval  of  Minutes 


The  September  15  and  October  30,  2003  meeting  minutes  were  approved  as  written. 
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3.         Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Report.  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  informational 
materials  which  included  the  annual  fund  report  of  contributions  and  written  pledges  dated 
October  3 1 ,  2003,  reflecting  approximately  $3.8  million  or  49%  towards  a  $7.9  million  goal.  She 
reported  another  $300,000  in  donations  to  date  brought  the  total  up  to  $4.1  million  or  53%  of 
goal.  Distributed  materials  included  a  review  of  participation  from  Commissioners  and  Trustees 
in  the  Annual  Fund  appeal  with  a  goal  of  $920,000,  October  rentals,  information  that  membership 
had  reached  an  all-time  high  of  21,000,  and  a  list  of  save-the-dates  into  the  month  of  February 
which  included,  in  addition  to  holiday  events,  the  February  3ld  first  Annual  Director's  Council 
Dinner  (for  $10,000+  donors,  with  special  guest  Li  Huayi),  the  February  5th  annual  Arts  of  Pacific 
Asia  Preview  Gala  (chaired  by  Dan  Banks),  and  the  February  12th  Gump's  Society  event  (for 
Planned  Giving  donors,  with  Li  Huayi).  Maura  referred  to  a  direct  mail  Place  of  Honor  brochure 
recently  mailed  to  the  museum's  entire  membership,  noting  contributions  of  $125,000  after  only 
one  week  in  circulation.  Other  items  distributed  were  a  list  of  the  remaining  naming 
opportunities  and  a  help  list  of  corporations,  individuals,  and  foundations.  In  closing,  Maura 
announced  that  staff  members  from  the  Membership  Department  were  on  hand  to  provide  the 
opportunity  to  purchase  gift  memberships  for  the  holidays,  and  she  encouraged  everyone  to 
purchase  them  for  family,  friends  and  colleagues. 

Capital  Campaign  Update.  Mr.  Bogart  called  on  Commissioner  and  Trustee  Jesse  Erickson  who 
gave  a  presentation  on  capital  fund  raising  for  Phases  I  and  II.  Mr.  Erickson  referenced  two 
priorities  he  believed  needed  to  be  attended  to  before  attention  is  turned  to  Phase  II:  (i)  the 
remaining  funds  needed  to  take  the  museum  from  $1 65.5  million  raised  to  the  $  1  79  million 
needed  to  cover  change  orders  and  contractor  settlements,  and  (ii)  reaching  the  400.000  annual 
attendance  target.  He  stated  he  believed  the  museum  should  add  to  its  endowment  so  that  interest 
income  could  be  added  to  operating  income  to  cover  expenses.  Mr.  Erickson  congratulated 
everyone  for  raising  the  $165.5  million,  noting  it  was  $5  million  more  than  the  last  approved 
campaign  goal.  In  presenting  an  idea  for  a  $70  million  Phase  II  campaign  goal,  he  identified 
stabilization  funds  as  $13.5  million  to  complete  Phase  I,  and  an  approximate  $16.5  million  for 
working  capital  and  endowment,  and  he  identified  $40  million  for  building  expansion,  to  include 
an  auditorium  and  additional  exhibition  and  office  space.  He  reiterated  key  messages  for  such  a 
Phase  II  goal  would  be  creating  sustainability,  building  a  foundation  for  the  future,  adding  to  the 
endowment,  fulfilling  the  promise  of  our  new  building  and  expanding  the  Museum's  capacity  to 
serve.  Noting  good  news  that  in  the  last  30  days  $3  million  in  additional  commitments  over  and 
above  the  $165.5  million  had  come  in  from  people  like  the  Wilburs,  Bogarts,  Moreys,  Vinsons 
and  others  who  had  added  to  their  original  contributions,  and  he  urged  others  to  step  forward  with 
additional  commitments  to  the  building  to  help  defray  the  Phase  I  costs  and  to  fund  the 
endowment  and  auditorium.  Because  the  Foundation  urgently  needs  funds  now,  Mr.  Erickson 
shared  that  he  and  his  wife  had  decided  to  make  an  additional  contribution  now  -  a  commitment 
they  had  originally  planned  to  reserve  for  the  auditorium.  He  urged  everyone  to  consider 
additional  contributions,  not  just  to  sustain  funding  for  the  present  but  to  put  the  Foundation  on 
firm  financial  footing  for  the  long  run.  Judy  Wilbur  emphasized  the  importance  of  making 
additional  gifts  and  speeding  up  pledge  payments. 
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4.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  for  the  four  months  ended 
October  3 1 ,  2003,  noting  expenses  and  income  at  that  time  were  approximately  where  projected. 
Glenn  discussed  the  history  of  the  building  project  cost  increases  in  the  physical  aspects  of  the 
building,  such  as  steel,  concrete,  and  glass,  not  in  soft  costs  such  as  furnishings,  over  a  period  of 
time.  He  referenced  the  sheet  distributed  by  the  Development  Department  listing  remaining 
naming  opportunities,  noting  their  significance  in  fundraising  as  they  relate  to  an  approximate 
$1 1  million  left  to  raise.

WHEREAS,  the  Curator  in  charge,  the  Conservator  and  Registrar  have  determined  that  the 
objects  can  safely  travel  if  the  following  terms  and  conditions  are  met: 

a.    1 .    The  Asia  Society  will  insure  the  painting  nail-to  nail.  They  will  provide  a  Certificate  of 
Insurance  naming  the  AAMSF  as  additional  insured. 

2.  The  Asia  Society  will  pay  a  $100.00  loan  fee  to  cover  administrative  costs. 

3.  The  painting,  although  treated  and  consolidated,  is  fragile  and  must  be  handled  with  great 
care.  Due  to  the  delicate  nature  of  the  media,  the  lighting 

is  not  to  exceed  5  footcandles  (50  lux).  With  the  exception  of  regular  maintenance,  lights 
may  only  be  on  when  the  exhibition  is  open  for  viewing. 

4.  Temperature  and  relative  humidity  must  be  continuously  recorded  during  display  of  the 
painting  in  the  exhibition  gallery.  Relative  humidity  must  be  maintained  between  50-60% 
and  the  temperature  between  65-75%  at  all  times  during  storage  and  installation. 

5.  The  screen  should  be  displayed  inside  a  case  behind  ultraviolet  light  filtering  plexiglas  and 
the  case  should  be  secured  with  safety  screws. 

6.  Painted  walls  must  be  allowed  to  off  gas  for  4  days  prior  to  installation. 
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7.  The  Asia  Society  is  responsible  for  all  costs  associated  with  the  loan  including  crates,  packing 
and  shipping. 

8.  The  painting  should  be  shipped  by  air  and  the  Asian  Art  Museum  will  approve  all 
transportation  arrangements. 

9.  The  objects  shall  be  exhibited  with  labels  identifying  the  AAMSF  as  the  lender  and  with  the 
appropriate  credit  line  as  supplied  by  the  AAMSF.

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  her  recent  travels  to  Vietnam  with  Vishaka  Desai,  Director  of  the 
Asia  Society  in  New  York,  and  Nancy  Tingley,  a  former  Asian  Art  Museum  curator  of  Southeast 
Asian  art,  to  meet  with  officials  in  Vietnam  regarding  a  future  exhibition.  She  noted  they  were 
pleased  to  have  Commissioner  Naja  Pham  Lockwood  and  her  husband,  David,  traveling  with  them. 
Emily  called  on  Director  of  Human  Resources  Valerie  Pechenik  who  gave  a  brief  presentation  and 
led  a  discussion  on  the  compensation  audit  she  recently  completed  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  William 
Danielson,  a  compensation  consultant.  Valerie  thanked  Trustees  Howard  Atkins.  Terri  Dial  and  Fred 
Levin  for  participating  in  a  review  of  the  study  as  well.  Emily  held  a  follow-up  discussion  about  the 
October  30th  full  board  retreat  regarding  best  practices  of  nonprofit  governing  boards  which  was 
facilitated  by  Professor  Richard  P.  Chair  of  Harvard  University.  She  discussed  implementing 
thematic/topic  specific  board  meetings  (i.e.,  finance  acquisitions,  exhibitions,  marketing,  public 
programs)  and  also  reviewed  topics  such  as  governance  and  strategic  planning  and  the  advantages  of 
setting  up  task  forces.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  board  members  in  attendance  filled  out  index  cards 
indicating  areas  of  interest  with  regard  to  future  task  forces  and  committees.

Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:35  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart.  a  quorum  being 
present. 


Asian  Art  Commission 
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2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  November  1 7,  2003  meeting  minutes  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Annual  Fund  Development  Report.  Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey 
distributed  informational  materials  which  included  the  annual  fund  report  of 
contributions  and  written  pledges  dated  December  31,  2003,  reflecting  approximately 
$5.2  million  or  66%  towards  a  $7.9  million  goal.  She  highlighted  notable  gifts  since  the 
last  meeting  from  Starr  Foundation,  Samsung,  Jade  Circle,  Takahashi  Foundation,  Akiko 
Yamazaki  and  Jerry  Yang,  and  an  anonymous  donor.  Maura  reported  57%  participation 
from  the  Board  in  the  Annual  Fund  appeal,  noting  $278,000  raised  since  the  November 
board  meeting,  with  $216,000  remaining  to  reach  the  goal  of  $920,000.  She  announced 
an  all-time  membership  high  of  22,149.  Maura  reviewed  events  taking  place  in  February 
and  she  asked  everyone  to  save  the  dates  for  the  April  28th  Annual  Connoisseurs*  Council 
Dinner,  the  Annual  Monsoon  Fundraiser  sometime  in  May,  and  the  June  23rd  gala 
fundraiser  chaired  by  Janet  Reilly  for  the  opening  of  the  Geisha  exhibition. 

Capital  Campaign  Progress  Report.  Mr.  Bogart  reported  $169  million  raised,  having 
secured  $3.5  million  since  the  previous  board  meeting.  He  thanked  trustees  for  their 
generosity,  noting  several  who  had  recently  increased  their  gifts  in  an  effort  to  close  the 
gap  on  the  $179  million  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  building.  Mr.  Bogart  extended  a  special 
thanks  to  Jesse  Erickson  for  his  work  in  encouraging  new  donations  and  increased  gifts 
from  board  members,  and  he  asked  others  to  consider  stepping  forward  as  volunteers  on 
the  Campaign  Steering  Committee. 

4.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  for  review  and  discussion  the  Operating 
Results  and  the  New  Asian  Project  Phase  I  Budget  for  the  six  months  ended  December 
31,  2003,  as  well  as  a  report  on  attendance,  store  and  cafe  sales  covering  10  months  of 
the  calendar  year.  With  regard  to  operating  results  on  the  contributed  income  side,  Mr. 
Vinson  commented  that  more  than  75%  of  board  member  contributions  had  already  been 
paid,  which  was  not  only  very  good,  but  also  unusual  as  board  contributions  had 
previously  run  about  30%  at  that  point  in  the  fiscal  year.  He  encouraged  that  as  a  trend, 
to  the  extent  it  worked  with  individual's  circumstances.  He  highlighted  $100,000  more 
than  budgeted  for  donations  from  Foundations.  On  the  earned  income  side,  Mr.  Vinson 
reported  admission  income  was  now  forecast  at  $1 .5  million  versus  the  budgeted  amount 
of  $2.2  million,  noting  admissions  drive  most  of  the  earned  income  area  (i.e.,  the  store, 
membership,  cafe).  And  he  reported  that  after  two  reductions  the  CCSF  allocation  was 
down  12%o  or  $784,000  from  projection.  He  said  in  all  likelihood  the  City's  allocations 
for  next  fiscal  year  will  be  even  lower  as  city  revenues  will  probably  be  lower  driving 
their  contributions  down.  On  expenses,  Mr.  Vinson  reported  they  had  been  reduced  by 
approximately  $474,000  and  that  staff  would  work  to  achieve  another  $1 86,000  in  cuts 
before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  With  regard  to  the  building  budget,  he  emphasized  the 
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need  to  raise  an  additional  $10  million  to  cover  construction  costs  and  reiterated  ways 
previously  mentioned  to  do  so,  namely  paying  outstanding  pledges,  increasing 
donations/pledges,  and  becoming  a  solicitor  for  the  fundraising  effort.  Mr.  Vinson 
reported  290,000  for  attendance  from  March  through  December,  projecting  about 
350.000  for  a  full  calendar  year,  which  would  be  about  50,000  short  of  the  goal  on  an 
annual  basis.  He  stated  the  museum  did  not  yet  know  what  its  natural  attendance  (post 
opening  year)  would  be  at  the  new  location  and  would  not  likely  know  until  into  the  2004 
calendar  year.  There  was  a  discussion  regarding  big,  popular  exhibitions  drawing  more 
visitors  and  the  pros  and  cons  of  raising  the  admission  price.

6.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  the  December  3 1st  bell  ringing  ceremony  attended  by 
approximately  850  people  in  Samsung  Hall  and  the  logistical  issues  that  presented 
themselves.  She  noted  total  attendance  for  the  two  Korean  exhibitions  which  ended  on 
January  1 1th  was  approximately  85,000,  and  she  mentioned  that  she  had  just  returned  from 
Japan  where  one  of  her  appointments  was  a  formal  call  upon  the  Nara  National  Museum  to 
thank  them  for  their  assistance  with  the  Goryeo  exhibition.  She  discussed  the  board's  focus 
on  task  forces,  noting  letters  from  Jack  and  Maura  acknowledging  expressed  areas  of  interest 
had  recently  been  mailed  and  that  she  would  be  contacting  individuals  to  serve  as  task  force 
chairs,  now  that  she  had  returned  from  her  trip  to  Japan.

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The  featured  topic  of  Emily's  presentation  to  the  board  was  on  the  exhibitions  schedule 
through  spring  of  2006.  Prior  to  showing  slide  excerpts  from  the  sixteen  shows  on  the 
schedule  for  that  time  period,  she  talked  about  marketing  and  audience  development  and 
referred  to  materials  provided  by  the  marketing  department,  including  a  press  coverage 
summary,  major  articles  from  the  Korean  exhibitions,  and  visitor  research  conducted  by  the 
marketing  department.

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  the  March  20th  one  year  anniversary  celebration  of  the 
opening  of  the  Museum  at  Civic  Center,  noting  approximately  5,165  people  in  attendance. 
She  said  members  of  the  senior  management  team  welcomed  guests  as  they  arrived,  noting 
many  were  enthusiastic  to  view  the  wall  of  honor,  resulting  from  the  wall  of  honor  campaign 
which  realized  over  $500,000  for  the  capital  campaign.  Emily  reported  on  the  success  of  the 
Li  Huayi  and  Montien  Boonma  exhibitions,  and  presented  Trustee  Akiko  Yamazaki  with  a  Li 
Huayi  exhibition  poster  as  a  gesture  of  appreciation  for  her  support  of  the  exhibition.  Emily 
gave  a  brief  update  on  the  task  forces  covering  various  areas  that  the  board  is  actively 
working  on.

Ralph 
showed  a  video  summary  of  recent  focus  group  interviews  with  approximately  50  people 
who  had  not  yet  visited  the  museum  and  who  ranged  in  age  from  25  to  54.  some  with 
children  under  13,  and  discussed  possible  approaches  to  attracting  the  audience  those  people 
represented.

1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5: 1 0  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present.  Mr.  Bogart  announced  that  he  would  like  to  table  item  6. a,  regarding  amendments  to  the 
bylaws,  for  further  review. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  May  24,  2004  meeting  and  the  Special  meetings  of  June  28,  2004  and  July  19, 
2004  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  distributed  a  written  report,  which  covered  information  since  the  June  28th  full 
board  meeting,  focusing  on  attendance  figures  for  the  Geisha  exhibition  (noted  daily  attendance 
ranging  from  1500  to  2000  per  day,  monthly  attendance  in  July  at  46,346,  Target  Tuesday  on  August 
3,d  at  8,023,  and  as  of  August  30th  at  49,870),  past  and  future  travel  (traveled  to  Bangkok  and  Hanoi  in 
late  July  and  planned  to  return  to  Hanoi  in  early  September  for  further  negotiations  on  a  Vietnamese 
exhibition  in  2006). 

Emily  called  on  Deputy  City  Attorney  Adine  Varah  for  an  explanation  an  action  item  later  in  the 
meeting  regarding  a  new  requirement  for  Commissioners  and  city  employees  -  the  Statement  of 
Incompatible  Activities.  Resulting  from  Proposition  E,  passed  in  November  2003,  Ms.  Varah 
explained,  among  other  things,  that  the  draft  statement  lists  activities  that  are  incompatible  with  duties 
of  Asian  Art  Commissioners  and  city  employees,  noting  that  it  does  not  apply  to  Foundation 
members,  and  that  it  does  not  exempt  anyone  working  for  the  Museum  from  general  Museum  policies 
or  other  applicable  laws. 

4.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  for  review  and  discussion  a  July/August  finance  report 
(with  attachments  consisting  of  a  preliminary  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
2004,  annual  operating  budget  for  FY  04-05,  Admission/Store  Cafe  reports).  The  report  included 
a  notation  that  FY  03-04  ended  with  a  small  surplus,  information  about  the  upcoming  annual 
audit,  the  proposed  FY  04-05  budget  deficit  of  $416,000  and  mandatory  furloughs  for  Foundation 
employees,  the  City  allocation  for  FY  04-05  and  notation  about  possible  impacts  to  it  in  the 
future,  excellent  attendance  since  the  start  of  the  Geisha  exhibition,  favorable  store  sales  for  the 
previous  three  weeks,  and  the  FY  03-04  bond  covenant  calculation  and  upcoming  debt  services 
payment  due. 

5.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Annual  Fund  Development  Report.  Development  Committee  Chair  Dan  Banks  distributed 
informational  materials,  which  included  the  annual  fund  report  of  contributions  and  written 
pledges  dated  July  31,  2004,  reflecting  approximately  $1.6  million  or  21%  towards  a  $7.8  million 
goal.  He  also  distributed  information  on  Corporate  Partners,  the  Development  help  list,  and  a 
Planned  Giving  questionnaire  analysis. 


Asian  Art  Commission 
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Capital  Campaign  Progress  Report.  As  a  follow-up  to  the  June  28"  full  board  meeting  where  the 
Foundation  approved  a  $30  million  capital  campaign  over  the  next  three  years  to  stabilize  the 
institution  and  increase  investment  funds,  J  gave  a  presentation  explaining  the  structure  of  the 
campaign. 

Investment  Committee  Report.  Foundation  Investment  Committee  Chair  Brayton  Wilbur,  Jr. 
acknowledged,  with  appreciation,  his  fellow  committee  members.  Mr.  Wilbur  introduced  Zack 
Hulsey.  David  Lyon,  and  Daniela  Pedley  of  JP  Morgan,  who  serve  as  the  manager  of  managers 
and  custodian  for  the  Museum's  long-term  investment  funds,  and  after  brief  comments  from  Mr. 
Husley,  Mr.  Lyon  distributed  a  comprehensive  presentation  packet  and  began  his  presentation 
with  an  overview  of  the  overall  asset  allocation  and  then  further  discussed  overall  performance  of 
the  assets  at  the  asset  class  level  and  evaluation  of  performance  versus  the  policy  benchmark.  Mr. 
Lyon  encouraged  questions  and  comments  throughout  his  presentation.

WHEREAS,  In  April  1995,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation,  with  the  endorsement  of  the  Asian 
Art  Commission,  established  the  campaign  for  the  New  Asian;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  March  2003,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  opened  its  new,  expanded  facility  at  Civic 
Center  Plaza  having  succeeded  the  approved  campaign  goal  of  $160.5  million  and  by  June  2004 
reported  $169.2  million  raised  to  date;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  board  and  staff  of  the  museum  have  identified  three  key  priorities  to  focus  on  over 
the  next  three  years  to  achieve  core  institutional  objectives:  (i)  financial  stability,  including  balanced 
budgets,  (ii)  raising  funds  to  increase  investments,  and  (iii)  continued  planning  for  long  term  success; 
and 

WHEREAS,  At  its  June  28,  2004  meeting,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  agreed  to  embark  on 
a  Phase  II  campaign  to  raise  $30  million  over  the  next  three  years  to  stabilize  the  institution  and 
increase  investment  funds,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Asian  Art  Commission;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  In  1913,  Frank  Vincent  DuMond  painted  two  murals  for  the  Panama  Pacific 
International  Exposition  of  1915  (the  "DuMond  Paintings"  or  "Paintings").  The  Paintings  have 
been  on  display  at  the  Old  Main  Library  since  1915.  The  first  mural  is  approximately  forty-seven 
feet  wide  and  twelve-feet  high  and  is  entitled  "Arrival  in  the  West."  The  second  mural  is  of 
similar  style  and  theme,  approximately  twenty-three  feet  wide  and  twelve  feet  high,  and  is 
entitled  "Leaving  the  East";  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  8,  1 994  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
approved  Proposition  "B"  -  Old  Main  Library  Improvement/Asian  Art  Museum  Relocation 
Bonds,  1994;  and 

WHEREAS.  On  July  1,  1996  under  Resolution  No.  574-96,  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
establishment  of  what  is  now  the  new  Asian  Art  Museum  facility  in  Civic  Center,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  transferred  jurisdiction  over  the  Old  Main  Library  property  to  the  Asian  Art 
Commission,  including  jurisdiction  over  the  DuMond  Paintings  remaining  on  the  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  the  construction  and  renovation  of  the  new  Asian  Art  museum  facility  at 
the  Old  Main  Library  site,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  funded  the  transfer  of  the  DuMond 
Paintings  to  off-site  fine  arts  storage; 

WHEREAS,  On  April  2 1 ,  2003,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  authorized  Emily  Sano,  the  Director 
of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  "to  evaluate  and  determine  whether  it  is  in  the  Museum's  and  public's 
best  interest  to  retain,  transfer  or  auction  the  DuMond  Paintings  (with  use  of  net  sale  proceeds  for 
future  acquisitions  to  be  exhibited  in  the  Museum)  and  to  arrange  and  finalize  such  disposition 
with  the  appropriate  entities  or  institutions";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  parties  agree  that  the  DuMond  Paintings,  as  a  depiction  of  part  of  the  history 
of  California,  are  more  appropriate  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection  of  the  Arts  Commission  than  to  the 
Asian  Art  Museum;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permanent  off-site  storage  of  the  DuMond  Paintings  is  costly  and  is  depleting 
scarce  City  resources  without  any  clear  public  benefit;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  has  made  diligent  efforts  to  relocate  these  paintings  to 
another  government  agency  or  non-profit  institution; 

WHEREAS,  The  Fine  Arts  Museums,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  San  Francisco  Airport, 
Oakland  Museum,  California  Arts  Council  and  the  San  Francisco  Museum  &  Historical  Society 
have  all  indicated  that  they  lack  the  resources  available  to  store,  maintain  or  display  the  DuMond 
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Paintings.  Similarly,  representatives  at  the  California  State  Building  on  Golden  Gate  Avenue  and 
the  Ferry  Building  near  the  Port  were  also  unable  to  commit  to  the  permanent  storage, 
maintenance  or  display  of  the  DuMond  Paintings;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  Director  has  consulted  with  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affai  rs  of  the  Arts  Commission  regarding  potential  alternative  storage  and  exhibition  sites  for  the 
DuMond  Paintings;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Arts  Commission  has  expressed  a  strong  interest  in  obtaining  jurisdiction  over 
the  DuMond  Paintings  and  has  secured  approval  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  staff  and 
Department  of  Administrative  Services  to  store  the  DuMond  Paintings  without  charge  at  the 
City's  Brooks  Hall  facility  until  the  Arts  Commission  can  find  a  suitable  exhibition  site  for  the 
DuMond  Paintings; 

WHEREAS,  The  Arts  Commission  has  expressed  a  commitment  to  finding  a  permanent  public 
exhibition  site  for  the  DuMond  Paintings  and  has  consulted  with  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  about  the  possibility  of  permanently  displaying  the  DuMond  Paintings  at  the  Palace 
of  Fine  Arts; 

WHEREAS,  In  light  of  the  significant  aesthetic,  cultural  and  historical  value  of  the  DuMond 
Paintings,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  and  Arts  Commission  have  decided  that  the  transfer  of 
jurisdiction  over  the  DuMond  Paintings  from  the  Asian  Art  Museum  to  the  Arts  Commission  will 
serve  the  best  interests  of  the  Museum,  Arts  Commission  and  the  public. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  has  confirmed  its  strong  interest  in  ensuring 
that  the  Paintings  remain  the  property  of  the  City  and  in  accepting  jurisdiction  over  both  DuMond 
Paintings,  effective  August  10,  2004,  including  full  responsibility  for  all  costs  associated  with  the 
care,  conservation,  storage,  maintenance  and  display  of  such  works  as  of  that  date;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum,  in  coordination  with  Arts  Commission  staff  members, 
transferred  the  DuMond  Paintings  from  off-site  storage  on  August  10,  2004  to  Brooks  Hall;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Museum,  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  to  negotiate,  finalize  and  execute  an  agreement 
transferring  jurisdiction  over  the  DuMond  Paintings  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
consistent  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  August  30,  2004  draft  Transfer  Agreement  and 
further  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  to  make  any  non-material  changes,  corrections  or  additions  to  the  Transfer  Agreement  and 
to  make  any  arrangements  or  take  any  steps  necessary  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  jurisdiction  over 
the  DuMond  Paintings  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

d.         Transfer  of  Funds  in  the  Admission  Fund  FY  2004-2005 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  Controller  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  transfer  monthly  excess  revenue  over  monthly  admission 
operating  expenses  in  the  Admission  Fund  (2S  CRF  RPD)  Index  Code  620008  to  Project 
PAA002,  Index  Code  620008  on  a  monthly  basis  during  fiscal  year  2004-2005;  and,  be  it

7.  The  CIA  will  be  responsible  for  all  costs  associated  with  the  loan  including  crating, 
packing,  transportation  and  courier  expenses  including  airfare  (business  class  when 
traveling  with  the  art),  at  least  four  nights  accommodations  and  a  daily  per  diem  of 
$75.00. 

8.  The  objects  must  be  shipped  to  and  from  the  borrowing  institution(s)  by  air.  The  Asian 
Art  Museum  will  approve  all  packing  and  transportation  arrangements. 

9.  The  objects  shall  be  exhibited  with  labels  identifying  the  AAM  as  the  lender  and  with 
appropriate  credit  lines  as  supplied  by  the  AAM.

Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart  welcomed  everyone,  noting  with  special  thanks  that  representatives  from 
numerous  board  committees  and  museum  auxiliary  groups  as  well  as  representatives  from  the 
Consulates  of  many  countries  were  in  attendance.  He  acknowledged  Trustees  who  had  joined  the 
board  within  the  last  year. 
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Mr.  Bogart  called  on  The  Honorable  Makato  Yamanaka,  Japanese  Consul  General,  who 
expressed  appreciation  to  Dr.  Emily  J.  Sano  and  announced  that  she  had  been  the  recipient  of  a 
Japanese  Foreign  Minister's  Commendation  which  was  formally  awarded  to  her  in  June  in 
commemoration  of  the  150th  anniversary  of  Japan-US  relations. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:20  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  August  30,  2004  meeting  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Foundation  President  Maura  Morey  welcomed  everyone  and  thanked  them  for  helping  the 
Museum  fulfill  its  mission  in  the  past  year  by  giving  their  time,  money  and  energy.  She  reported 
approximately  $7  million  raised  for  the  Museum's  operating  fund,  noting  it  was  almost  $2  million 
more  than  the  previous  year.  Maura  thanked  members  of  the  Jade  Circle,  Connoisseurs'  Council 
and  Corporate  Partners,  all  of  whom  had  reached  new  milestones  within  the  year.  She  expressed 
appreciation  to  Bank  of  America,  who  during  2004  was  the  Museum's  lead  corporate  donor,  and 
she  thanked  the  Koret  Foundation  and  the  Korea  Foundation  for  their  exceptional  support  in 
launching  the  Museum's  special  exhibition  program  last  October.  Maura  announced  that  the 
evening  was  also  a  sneak  preview  for  the  exhibit,  "From  Mind,  Heart  and  Hand"  -  Persian, 
Turkish  and  Indian  drawings  from  the  Stuart  Carey  Welch  Collection,  and  she  noted  special 
guests  in  attendance  from  Indus  Entrepreneurs  Silicon  Valley,  the  Society  for  Art  and  Cultural 
Heritage  of  India,  and  the  India  Community  Center,  all  of  whom  had  made  donations  for  the 
exhibit.  In  addition,  she  thanked  Raj  and  Helen  Desai,  Hamid  and  Tina  Moghadam,  Peg 
Haldeman,  Bruce  and  Betty  Alberts,  Barbara  and  John  Brooks  and  other  members  of  the  board 
for  making  the  exhibit  possible,  and  she  gave  special  thanks  to  Kalpana  Desai  for  spearheading 
the  fundraising  campaign.  With  regard  to  upcoming  fundraising  events,  Maura  reminded 
everyone  of  the  Mercedes-Benz  Roadway  to  Runway  event  in  support  of  Monsoon  scheduled  for 
Friday,  October  8th  and  the  Annual  Chuseok  Gala  for  the  Korean  Art  Department  on  Saturday, 
October  23rd  (Or  ganized  by  the  Korean  Art  and  Culture  Committee;  Event  Chair  Joy  Boatwright; 
Merrill!  Lynch  lead  sponsor]. 

4.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  noted  that  the  Geisha  exhibition  continued  to  be  a  tremendous 
success  in  terms  of  admissions,  shop  sales  and  membership,  and  he  reported  that  the  Museum's 
annual  audit  was  underway  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  stating  that  copies  of  the  audit  would  most 
likely  be  distributed  at  the  November  meeting.

ARTICLE  V 
OFFICERS 

Section  1 .       Generally.  The  officers  of  the  Commission  shall  be  selected  by  the 
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Commission  from  among  its  members.  The  officers  shall  be  a  Chair,  a  Vice  Chair,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  such  additional  officers  as  the  Commission  from  time  to  time 
may  consider  desirable.  As  of  September  13,  2004,  officers  serving  two-year  terms 
ending  in  2005  shall  serve  an  additional  one-year  term  ending  in  2006.  Thereafter, 
oOfficers  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  or  until  their  successors  have  been  elected. 
All  vacancies  occurring  during  a  term  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  terms.  There  is  no 
limit  on  the  number  of  terms  an  officer  may  serve,  provided,  however,  that  the  Chair 
shall  not  be  elected  for  a  third  consecutive  full  term  unless  in  exceptional  circumstances.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  grateful  acknowledgement  of  his  loyal  support  and 
leadership,  and  with  thanks  for  his  continued  service  as  a  Commissioner  and  Trustee,  The 
Honorable  Johnson  S.  Bogart  is  hereby  named  Chair  Emeritus  of  the  Asian  Art  Commission 
and  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation. 

d.        Acceptance  of  Resignation  of  Judith  F.  Wilbur  from  the  Asian  Art 
Commission,  with  Appreciation  for  her  Service 

WHEREAS,  Judith  F.  Wilbur  has  submitted  her  resignation  from  the  Asian  Art 
Commission  and  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  after  27  years  of  outstanding  leadership 
and  public  service  to  the  Museum  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mrs.  Wilbur  was  first  appointed  to  the  Commission  in  1 977  by  the  late  Mayor

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1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:05  p.m.  Chair  Doris  Shoong  Lee,  a  quorum  being  present. 
Mrs.  Lee  introduced  new  Foundation  Trustee  Thomas  Woofter  and  welcomed  him  to  his  first 
meeting. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  September  13,  2004  and  October  25,  2004  meeting  minutes  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Reports  by  the  Chair  and  Director 

Chair  Doris  Lee  asked  Director  Emily  Sano  to  introduced  Head  of  Conservation  Donna  Strahan 
who  gave  a  brief  presentation  on  the  thematic  exhibition  in  the  Tateuchi  Gallery  on  the  2nd  Floor 
entitled,  Fakes,  Copies  and  Question  Marks. 

Mrs.  Lee  then  called  upon  the  chairs  of  various  task  forces  to  give  brief  reports,  and  she  proposed 
that  the  January  31st  board  meeting  be  lengthened  by  an  hour  to  start  at  3:00  p.m.  and  end  at  6:00 
p.m.  so  that  the  previews  presented  that  day  could  be  looked  at  in  depth.  The  following  were 
presented:  (i)  Strategic  Planning  Task  Force  on  the  Strategic  Directions  Document,  by  Bob 
Duffy;  (ii)  Audience  Development  Task  Force,  by  Kathy  Bissinger;  (iii)  Governance  Task  Force, 
by  Jesse  Erickson;  (iv)  Governmental  &  Community  Relations,  by  Nick  Keating;  (v) 
Mentoring/Orientation,  by  Tina  Moghadam;  (vi)  Handbook,  by  Rhoda  Mesker;  (vii)  Succession 
Planning,  by  Emily  Sano  for  Terri  Dial;  (viii)  Public  Programs,  by  Emily  Sano  for  Vincent 
Fausone;  and  (ix)  Visitor  Experiences,  by  Emily  Sano  for  Maura  Morey. 

4.  Treasurer's  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  for  the  four  months  ended 
October  31,  2004,  a  balance  sheet  through  October,  and  reports  on  admission,  store  and  cafe 
revenue.  Because  it  had  only  been  three  weeks  since  the  last  meeting  and  there  were  many 
important  items  on  the  agenda,  he  noted  he  would  not  review  the  reports  in  detail,  but  he 
encouraged  questions  if  there  were  any.  Mr.  Vinson  announced  that  bound  copies  of  the  audit 
report  were  on  hand  and  anyone  who  had  not  already  received  one  should  get  a  copy  at  the  end  of 
the  meeting.  Before  calling  on  Foundation  Budget  &  Finance  Committee  member  Ken  Docter  to 
talk  about  discussions  on  restructuring  the  bonds,  he  urged  those  who  had  not  done  so  to  please 
send  in  their  annual  fund  contributions. 

Mr.  Docter  distributed  a  document  entitled  Bond  Refinance  Proposal  outlining,  among  other 
things,  the  challenge  and  proposed  solution  as  well  as  an  explanation  for  pursuing  new  bonds  and 
other  details  of  the  transaction.  Mr.  Docter's  concise,  thorough  presentation  was  followed  by 
interactive  discussion  resulting  in  the  approval  of  a  consideration  and  possible  action  item  on  the 
Foundation  agenda  entitled,  Approval  by  the  Foundation  of  the  Executive  Committee's  Authority 
to  Act  on  a  Bond  Restructuring  Opportunity. 
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5.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Annual  Fund  Development  Report.  The  November  15th  meeting  marked  the  last  board  meeting 
before  the  departure  of  the  Museum's  Director  of  Resource  Development,  J  Mullineaux,  and  in 
lieu  of  the  report  being  given  by  the  Development  Committee's  Chair  Dan  Banks,  J  asked  to  give 
a  brief  update  before  introducing  a  special  guest  to  talk  about  planned  giving.  Noting  Foundation 
President  Maura  Morey,  whom  J  had  worked  so  closely  with  during  his  time  at  the  Museum,  was 
in  New  York,  Director  Emily  Sano  asked  to  introduce  J  and  pay  tribute  to  him  as  his  supervisor. 
Stating  he  was  one  of  the  finest  professionals  and  one  finest  people  she  had  ever  met,  Emily 
expressed  appreciation  from  the  hearts  of  the  board  and  staff  for  the  opportunity  to  have  J  as  a 
colleague  and  friend. 

J  distributed  informational  materials,  which  included  the  annual  fund  report  of  contributions  and 
written  pledges  dated  October  31,  2004,  reflecting  approximately  $2.8  million  or  38%  towards  a 
$7.4  million  goal.  With  the  previous  meeting  only  three  weeks  prior,  he  did  not  distribute  the 
usual  highlights  of  notable  gifts,  membership  information,  fundraising  and  upcoming  events.  J 
introduced  Planned  Giving  Consultant  Richard  Lamport.  Mr.  Lamport  talked  about  the  work  he 
does  with  a  broad  segment  of  donors,  and  specifically  discussed  the  results  received  from  a  five 
page  questionnaire  sent  to  the  Museum's  donors  and  members  whom  he  identified  as  loyal 
supporters.

1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:35  p.m.  Chair  Doris  Shoong  Lee,  a  quorum  being  present. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  November  15,  2004  Full  Board  Meeting  and  the  Special  Executive  Committee 
Meeting  of  January  21,  2005  were  approved  as  written. 


Chair's  Reports 


Commission  and  Foundation  Chair  Doris  Lee  and  Foundation  President  Maura  Morey  discussed 
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their  new  working  arrangement  within  the  leadership  structure  of  the  two  boards,  and  they 
expressed  their  sincere  appreciation  to  David  Lei  and  Jane  Tom  for  their  dedicated,  unifying 
efforts. 

Mrs.  Lee  called  upon  Robert  Duffy  who  provided  an  overview  of  the  content  of  the  2005 
Strategic  Directions  Document,  which  had  been  presented  for  discussion  at  the  October  and 
November  meetings  and  was  an  action  item  proposed  for  approval  later  in  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Duffy  briefly  walked  everyone  through  the  plan  again,  noting  that  the  plan  would  be  a  "living 
document"  and  nothing  the  task  force's  recommendation  that  there  be  an  ongoing  strategy 
committee  to  help  implement  the  plan. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  her  recent  trip  to  Mexico  City  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Art  Museum  Directors  (aka  AAMD),  which  met  to  consider  cross-border  relationships 
and  learn  about  Mexican  museums  and  museum  practices.  Emily  announced  that  it  was  the  last  board 
meeting  Chief  Operating  Officer  Ikuko  Satoda  would  attend  before  her  departure  date  from  the 
Museum  of  February  1 8th  and  she  expressed  heartfelt  appreciation  to  her  for  eight  years  of  exemplary 
service  to  the  Museum.  On  behalf  of  the  board  and  staff,  she  thanked  Ikuko  for  her  dedication  and 
skill,  and  her  affection  for  the  Museum.  Emily  introduced  Diana  Kuntz,  the  Museum's  executive 
search  consultant  working  to  fill  the  Director  of  External  Relations  (formerly  Director  of 
Development)  position,  and  asked  her  to  discuss  the  launch  of  the  search.  Emily  called  on  Chief 
Curator  Forrest  McGill  who  gave  a  slide  presentation  of  the  Kingdom  ofSiam  exhibition  opening  on 
February  1 8th. 

5.  Treasurer's  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  reviewed  activities  from  the  past  few  months  involved  in  the  bond 
restructuring  opportunity,  including  meetings  of  the  Finance  and  Investment  Committees,  meetings 
with  the  independent  financial  advisor  retained  to  review  and  evaluate  the  transaction,  and 
Commission  and  Foundation  Executive  Committee  meetings  at  which  approval  of  the  transaction  was 
given.  He  noted  the  interest  rate  would  be  reduced  from  5.4%  (first  bond  issuance)  to  3.81%  under 
the  refinancing,  which  would  yield  a  net  present  value  savings  of  $9.33  million.  Additionally,  he 
noted,  relief  of  the  most  difficult  covenants  of  the  2000  bonds  and  extended  payment  terms  so  that  the 
new  covenants  don't  begin  in  full  until  201 1  instead  of  2007  were  advantages.  He  said  the  bonds 
would  be  issued  on  February  3'  .  Mr.  Vinson  distributed  for  review  and  discussion  the  operating 
results  for  the  six  months  ended  December  3 1 ,  2004,  a  balance  sheet  through  December,  and 
reports  on  admission,  store  and  cafe  revenue.  In  closing  he  expressed  his  appreciation  to  Ikuko 
Satoda  for  her  dedication  and  hard  work. 

6.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Investment  Committee  Report.  Committee  Chair  Allen  Damon  shared  the  committee's  outlook  for 
what  had  happened  in  the  portfolio  and  what  the  committee  was  thinking  going  forward.  Before 
reviewing  the  committee's  long-held  strategic  asset  allocation,  Allen  expressed  his  appreciation  to 
Brayton  Wilbur  who  had  served  as  committee  chair  for  the  previous  five  years.  In  addition  to  regular 
committee  meetings,  Allen  noted  in  the  first  few  months  as  committee  chair  he  intended  to  meet  with 
heads  of  investment  committees  of  comparable  organizations  in  the  Bay  Area  to  get  a  sense  of  how 
they  were  approaching  their  mandate  of  investing  their  endowment.  In  closing  he  encouraged  anyone 
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to  contact  him  if  they  were  interested  in  serving  on  the  committee  or  knew  of  someone  they  thought 
would  be  a  good  addition.

Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation 
Audit  Committee  Procedures  for  Handling  Complaints 
Executive  Summary 

The  Sarbanes-Oxley  Act  of  2002  ("Act")  requires  that  audit  committees  establish  procedures  for 
the  receipt,  retention  and  treatment  of  complaints  received  by  the  issuer  regarding  accounting, 
internal  accounting  controls  or  auditing  matters  ("Accounting  Matters"),  and  the  confidential, 
anonymous  submission  by  employees  of  the  issuer  of  concerns  regarding  questionable  accounting 
or  auditing  matters.  It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Audit 
Committee  ("Audit  Committee")  that  the  Asian  Art  Commission  and  the  Asian  Art  Museum 
Foundation  ("Commission  and  Foundation")  approve  the  attached  policy,  which  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Act. 

Under  the  proposed  policy,  the  Audit  Committee  will  establish  an  independent,  third-party 
voicemail  phone  number  ("Voicemail  Box")  to  receive  anonymous  and  confidential  complaints 
from  employees.  The  voicemail  phone  number  and  other  methods  of  submitting  complaints  will 
be  communicated  to  employees  in  a  number  of  ways,  including  but  not  limited  to  inclusion  in  the 
Museum's  Employee  Handbook  and  posting  on  all  staff  bulletin  boards  in  common  areas.  In 
addition,  a  mailing  address  will  be  included  on  the  Museum's  Internet  site  allowing  non- 
employees  a  means  by  which  to  make  similar  reports. 

To  comply  with  the  Audit  Committee's  responsibilities  under  the  Act,  and  all  concerns  relating  to 
defalcation,  thefts  or  fraud,  the  Chair  of  the  Audit  Committee  will  be  informed  of  all  concerns 
and  complaints  relating  to  Accounting  Matters  and  will  provide  reports  to  the  Audit  Committee 
regarding  those  matters,  as  appropriate. 

The  Audit  Committee,  with  the  assistance  of  whatever  resources  it  deems  necessary,  will 
investigate  the  matter  and  determine  the  actions  needed  to  resolve  the  complaint.  An  important 
component  of  the  proposed  policy  is  that  no  employee  be  subjected  to  retaliation  because  of  a 
good  faith  report  of  a  concern  or  complaint  regarding  any  accounting,  control  or  financial  matter, 
or  any  alleged  violation  of  law  or  policy. 

Complaints  that  do  not  relate  to  the  finance  or  Act  matters  noted  above  would  be  handled  by  the 
Commission  Ethics  Committee  Chair.  Those  matters,  to  the  extent  appropriate,  will  continue  to 
be  reported  to  the  Audit  Committee. 

Approval  of  the  attached  policy  is  recommended. 

POLICY

Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation 
Policy  for  Handling  Complaints 

In  compliance  with  the  Sarbanes-Oxley  Act  of  2002  ("Act")  requiring  audit  committees  to 
establish  procedures  for  the  receipt,  retention  and  treatment  of  complaints  received  by  the  issuer 
regarding  accounting,  internal  accounting  controls  or  auditing  matters,  and  the  confidential. 
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anonymous  submission  by  employees  of  the  issuer  of  concerns  regarding  questionable  accounting 
or  auditing  matters,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  ("Foundation")  and  the  Asian  Art 
Commission  ("Commission")  are  committed  to  compliance  with  applicable  securities  and  other 
laws,  rules,  and  regulations,  accounting  standards  and  internal  accounting  controls.  These 
procedures,  which  were  adopted  on  December  15,  2004  by  the  Foundation  Audit  Committee, 
describe  the  methods  that  will  be  followed  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum  ("Museum")  to  comply  with 
the  Act.  Accounting,  internal  accounting  controls  and  auditing  matters  shall  be  referred  to  as 
"Accounting  Matters."  Accounting  Matters  may  relate  to  any  of  the  Museum's  affiliated  groups. 

Employee  Concerns  and  Complaints 

Each  Commissioner,  Trustee  and  employee  of  the  Museum  has  the  individual  responsibility  to 
report  complaints  or  concerns  regarding  Accounting  Matters  promptly. 

Employees  of  the  Museum  or  any  of  its  affiliated  groups  may  direct  concerns  and  complaints 
regarding  Accounting  Matters,  or  complaints  that  do  not  relate  to  finance  or  Act  matters  ("Non- 
Finance  or  Act  Matters"),  to  the  Voicemail  Box,  the  Foundation  Audit  Committee  Chair,  or  the 
Commission  Ethics  Committee  Chair. 

Any  such  person  who  receives  a  concern  or  complaint  related  to  Accounting  Matters  or  Non- 
Finance  or  Act  Matters  shall  forward  the  concerns  or  complaints  relating  to  Accounting  Matters 
directly  to  the  Chair  of  the  Audit  Committee  as  soon  as  practicable.  Employees  may  report 
concerns  or  complaints  anonymously. 

The  Voicemail  Box  will  be  a  telephone  number  that  employees  may  call  to  report  Accounting 
Matters,  defalcations,  thefts,  fraud,  alleged  violations  of  law,  alleged  violations  of  policies  or 
Code  of  Conduct  and  other  matters  of  complaint.  The  Voicemail  Box  will  be  established  by  the 
Museum,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Audit  Committee,  as  a  mechanism  for  anonymous  and 
confidential  reporting  of  the  matters  noted. 

Reporting  procedures,  including  the  Voicemail  Box  number,  will  be  publicized  to  employees  in 
the  Museum's  Employee  Handbook,  posted  on  all  staff  bulletin  boards  in  common  areas,  and  the 
Asian  Art  Museum  web  site. 

Protection  Against  Retaliation 

The  Commission  and  Foundation  are  committed  to  the  policy  that  no  one  will  be  subject  to 
retaliation  because  of  a  good  faith  report  of  a  concern  or  complaint  regarding  Accounting  Matters 
or  any  alleged  violation  of  law  or  policy.  This  policy  extends  to  discrimination  against 
employees  in  any  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  their  employment,  including  but  not  limited  to 
job  assignment,  promotion,  compensation,  training,  discipline  and  termination,  because  of  a  good 
faith  report.  The  Employee  Handbook  shall  inform  employees  that  any  suspected  acts  of 
retaliation  must  be  reported  immediately  to  the  Ethics  Committee  Chair,  Audit  Committee  or 
Voicemail  Box. 

Submission  of  Concerns  and  Complaints  by  Interested  Parties  other  than  Employees 

Submission  of  complaints  and  concerns  regarding  Accounting  Matters  may  be  submitted  by 
individuals  not  employed  by  the  Museum  ("Interested  Parties").  Interested  Parties  may 
communicate  concerns  and  complaints  regarding  Accounting  Matters  by  regular  mail  sent  to:

Procedures  for  reporting  of  concerns  or  complaints  relating  to  Accounting  Matters  from 
Interested  Parties  will  be  posted  in  an  appropriate  section  on  the  Museum's  website 
(www.asianart.org) 

Treatment  of  Concerns  and  Complaints 

Upon  receipt  of  a  concern  or  complaint  relating  to  an  Accounting  Matter,  from  whatever  source, 
the  Audit  Committee  Chair  will,  if  possible,  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  concern  or  complaint  to 
the  person  who  submitted  the  matter. 

The  Audit  Committee  Chair  will  inform  the  Audit  committee  of  all  concerns  and  complaints 
relating  to  accounting  Matters,  to  comply  with  the  Audit  Committee's  responsibilities  under  the 
Act,  and  all  concerns  relating  to  defalcations,  thefts  or  fraud,  and  will  provide  reports  to  the  Audit 
Committee  regarding  those  matters,  as  appropriate. 

Investigations  of  Concern  and  Complaints.  The  Audit  Committee  will  investigate  any  report 
regarding  Accounting  Matters  and  concerns  relating  to  defalcations,  thefts  or  fraud  (1)  on  its  own, 
(2)  with  the  assistance  of  the  Ethics  Committee  Chair,  or  any  other  senior  management  employee 
of  the  Museum  it  deems  appropriate,  (3)  outside  counsel,  or  (4)  an  outside  party,  auditor  or 
consultant  it  deems  appropriate.  The  Audit  Committee's  authority  to  investigate  does  not 
preclude  an  investigation  by  the  Ethics  Committee  Chair,  senior  management,  or  other 
appropriate  persons. 

Confidentiality  will  be  maintained  to  the  extent  possible,  consistent  with  applicable  law  and 
policy.  The  need  to  conduct  an  adequate  investigation  may  be  necessary  to  determine  resolution 
of  the  matter  or  corrective  action. 

Corrective  Action.  If  the  investigation  of  the  concern  or  complaint  indicates  that  a  violation  of 
law,  regulations  or  policy  has  occurred,  the  Audit  Committee  Chair  may  present  the  findings  of 
the  investigation  to  senior  management  who  will  determine  appropriate  disciplinary  measures  or 
other  corrective  action.  Senior  management  shall  inform  the  Audit  Committee  Chair  of  its 
decision  regarding  disciplinary  measures  or  corrective  action  prior  to  implementing  such 
measures.  The  Audit  Committee  Chair  may  confer  with  the  senior  management  regarding  the 
appropriateness  of  the  disciplinary  measures  or  corrective  action  proposed. 

Reporting  and  Retention  of  Matters  and  Investigations.  The  Audit  Committee  Chair  w  ill 
maintain  a  log  of  all  concerns  and  complaints  that  relate  to  Accounting  Matters  and  concerns 
relating  to  defalcations,  thefts  or  fraud  that  are  received.  The  Audit  Committee  Chair  shall  track 
the  receipt,  investigation,  and  resolution  of  all  such  concerns  and  complaints,  and  the  Chair  shall 
provide  periodic  reports  thereof  to  the  Audit  Committee. 

Copies  of  records  relating  to  concerns  and  complaints  received  will  be  maintained  in  accordance 
with  the  Museum's  records  retention  policy. 

Other  Employee  Complaints  Received  on  the  Ethics  Hotline.  Concerns  or  complaints 
received  on  the  Voicemail  Box  that  do  not  relate  to  Accounting  Matters,  defalcations,  thefts  or 
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fraud  will  be  handled  by  the  Ethics  Committee  Chair  in  accordance  with  procedures  established 
by  the  Audit  Committee.  These  concerns  and  complaints  will  be  reported  to  the  Audit  Committee 
only  as  appropriate  under  Audit  Committee  procedures.

3.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Foundation  Development  Report.  Foundation  President  Sally  Hambrecht  reported  the  fiscal  year 
ended  on  a  stable  note,  with  total  contributed  income  toward  the  operating  budget,  including 
membership,  reaching  a  record  for  the  Museum.  Sally  reviewed  highlights  from  the  year  -  Jade 
Circle  surpassed  its  original  goal  by  nearly  30%;  support  from  foundations  exceeded  the 
forecasted  goal;  generous  support  from  the  Museum's  partners  in  the  business  community  - 
particularly  Wells  Fargo  Bank,  Bank  of  America  and  Target  Corporation;  and  exceptional 
performance  in  the  areas  of  individual  major  donors  and  foundation  grants.  Sally  stated 
membership  held  steady  with  the  previous  year  at  19,000  households.  Reporting  special  event 
income  performed  below  target,  she  said  timing  of  events  for  current  and  future  years  would  be 
reviewed.  Sally  mentioned  other  successful  events  throughout  the  year,  including  the  Chuseok 
Gala  and  the  League's  Art-O-Batics  inaugural  fundraiser,  and  she  noted  the  work  of  the  dynamic 
support  group.  Monsoon,  the  museum's  young  professional's  auxiliary.  She  stated  income  from 
the  facility  rental  program  exceeded  its  projected  goal.  Sally  thanked  the  members  of  the 
Development  staff  for  their  dedication  and  hard  work  during  the  time  of  transition  from 
December  when  the  department's  Director  of  Development,  J  Mullineaux,  departed  and  July 
when  the  Museum  welcomed  its  new  Deputy  Director  and  Director  of  External  Affairs, 
Christopher  Hest. 

4.  Task  Force  Report  on  Succession  Planning 

Nick  Keating  gave  an  update  on  an  ad  hoc  task  force  comprised  of  trustees  and  commissioners 
established  to  look  at  the  issue  of  succession  planning  within  the  museum  and  to  lead  the 
planning  effort  to  determine  Doris  Shoong  Lee's  successor  prior  to  her  resignation  as  Chair  of  the 
Commission  and  Foundation  in  September  2006. 

5.  Finance  Report 

Referencing  Sally  Hambrecht's  income  report  in  the  Development  Report.  Treasurer  M.  Glenn 
Vinson,  Jr.  reported  constraints  on  the  expense  side  had  resulted  in  a  modest  surplus  for  the  year. 
He  said  the  audit  was  underway  and  projected  completion  would  be  in  mid-November. 
Regarding  city  funding  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  Glenn  reported  a  reduction  of  another  $300,000 
for  the  year  which  he  noted  would  most  likely  impact  security  staffing  in  the  short  term.  He 
stated  the  refinanced  bonds  were  doing  well  and  that  interest  rates  had  stayed  low.
